Epic swim 
completed 

CALAIS, France (AP) — Guy Noel, 29-year- 
old polio victim paralysed in both legs, completed 
an epic 100-mile swim along the French Channel 
coast from Dieppe to Calais Saturday, and was 
promptly put in hospital with injuries he suffered 
in the rough seas. 

Noel set out from Dieppe last Sunday and 
swam in stages along the coast in increasingly had 
weather. 

Swimming without an escort boat, he was buf¬ 
fered Friday and Saturday h) gale-force winds 
and waves of more than siv feet. 

Repeatedly thrown against rocks as he swam 
using only his arms, Noel was pulled from the 
water at Calais Reach after sundown, suffering 
from multiple cuts and bruises, exposure and fa¬ 
tigue. 

In Calais hospital, officials said his injuries did 
not appear to be serious.

Car disintegrates against rock face

Three die in mighty crash 


Police took many hours Saturday to establish 
the identity of two. of three young persons who 
were killed around 4 a.m. when their car crashed 
into a rock face on Pat Bay Highway near the 
Royal Oak overpass. 

The car disintegrated on impact and police 
said all three must have died instantly . 

Pieces of the car were strewn all over the sur¬ 
rounding area and the main body of the vehicle 
was found 2(H) yards away from its frame. 

There was a skid mark that measured 100 
yards leading up to the crash scene, police said. 


A tow titick operator, called to clean up the 
wreckage, said it was the worst he had seen 

It took more than three hours to clear the 
load. 

Dead in the crash were two boys and a girl. 
One was thrown clear and the other two were 
trapped in the wreckage. 

The.iar wa< a 1967 Oldsmobile with Alberta 
plates. 

Since police were not able to identify two of 
the occupants until late Saturday, the names of all 
three were withheld until next-of-kin can be in¬ 
formed.

Researchers al the I'niver- 
sit> of Utah's artific ial organs 
division certainly hope.not If 
their h'»|>es pan out, it will !>e 
a plus for organ transplants 
for human beings. 

Burk is a six - month - old 
Holstein calf who has lived 
throe months with a fx>- 
lyurethane heart. This is a 
record. A • a If named Tony 
had held the mark which was 
38 days. 

Dr. ; John Lawson reported 
that Burk was in excellent 
health. He called the opera¬ 
tion “an unqualified success.” 

Rut. he said. “We're hoping 
he's not just a lluke. His po¬ 
lyurethane heart is oi»eratine 
normally. But before we ran 
consider .more advanced ex¬ 
periments. we want a stable 
of Burks.’’ 

The research will !>e carried 
over to human i>eing* if at 
lenst six < alvos survive on ar¬ 
tificial hearts for a year or 
more, l.awson said. 

Tony's heart was made of 
silicone rubber. I^iwson said 
it was susceptible to clotting. 

“These new hearts are 
much easier on the bl<H*d 
cells.’/ hp said “In fact. Burk 
is able to manufacture blood 


cells through normal Uxly 
processes fast enough to re¬ 
place ihc damaged cells 
'Ilie main worry with Burk 
is infection. This is because 
his heart is powered bv a 
compressed air system exter¬ 
nal to his Ixxly. With lubes 
into his body, there is an easy 
avenue for infection 
l<awson said, Were al¬ 


ready vfcorkmg on futuie gen- 
eration jiolyurethane heait> 
hearts with self-contained 
power sources, whether |**>w- 
ered by batteries or by atom¬ 
ic fuel cells.” 

This would redu* e the 
danger of infection. 

Lawson said die application 
of thp research on human 
beings was “exciting."

German Shepherd given lease on life 


ORILLIA. Ont. (CP) — A German Shepherd 
dog, pining away at the Humane Society shelter 
here because no one could talk to him in Russian, 
has been given a new lease on life, a society official 
said Saturday. 

Daphne Harker, Ihe assistant supervisor at 
the shelter, said a newspaper and radio appeal for 
Russian-speaking person to talk to the dog pro¬ 
duced an enormous response. 

"A man came in yesterday and I a Iked lo the 


dog and Ihe response was something lo behold.” 
she said in ^telephone interview. 

‘‘He even offered the man his paw and tlien 
gulped down iwo cans of dog food.” 

The seven-year-old dog was brought to the 
shelter by provincial police after its master, Nick 
Gregory, a Bala, Ont., farmer, was taken to hospi¬ 
tal in North Bay. 

Miss Harker said it took police five days to 
catch the dog, which has been with Russian-speak¬ 


ing Gregory since il was eight weeks old. 

After making unsuccessful efforts to feed and 
comfort the dog over the last Iwo weeks, the soci¬ 
ety finally appealed for someone to come in and 
speak Russian to the animal as a last-ditch effort. 

Now, the society has received hundreds of 
calls and a number of persons have dropped in to 
chat with “Ken.”

THE PHONE CALL harangue was short, 
decisive Where did this writer §et the galJ to 
berate those who fulfill the political role as 
mediocre? Why would I blame them when 
the blame should rest with a system that 
seeks out the second best because; of the nig¬ 
gardly remunerations as compared with the 
•princely sums being thrown around by big 
business, big sport? 

A point well taken when placed in the con¬ 
text of comparison. 1 hardly think a pre¬ 
mier’s salary of $50,000 falls in the niggardly 
category. I am not convinced than an MP s 
salary of $‘26,000 is penurious and British 
Columbia MLAs do not seem hard done by at 
$24,000 per year. 

BIT I LOOK at private industry figures 
and wince A radio time salesman can easily 
cairn $30,000 in most any mator city* A good 
radio time salesman in Victoria can earn 
three grand a month. I do noi knock their mI 
ents or their right to the money. But our 
sense of values is somewhat disturbing when 
those who govern or lead, make much less 

I look at the amount of salary and bonuses 
paid to corporation executives and note that 
$100,000 a year is about average and some 
others need Brinks’ trucks to haul it home. 

I recoil every time I read where an 18- 
year-old affixes his signature to a profes¬ 
sional hockey contract. I am afraid to read 
on to the paragraph mentioning bonus and 
salary. 

THERE IS something terribly wrong 
when a young man like Pat Price of Saska¬ 
toon can sign a contract for $1 7 million M *ith 
♦he Vancouver Blazers and can get a $24 000 
Ferrari automobile as a bonus Incidentally, 
he demolished the Ferrari a couple of 
months later 

The mind boggles One point seven million 
dollars for being able to skate hard, hit hard 
and shoot hard. Nothing about having to 
think hard A football player like Larry* Czon- 
ka lumps from one league to another toi bet¬ 
ter than $2.5 million At least in Czonka* 
case the man is an established professional 
Young hockey player Price, for instance 
hasn’t played so much as a single minute of 
pro hockey 

A YOUNG MAN fan. through the simple 
process of playing 72 holes of golf, pick up a 
cheque for $50,000. Jack Nicklaus, for in¬ 
stance, made twyce as much as the president 
of the United States last year and that was 
only from his actual golf winnings. His out¬ 
side activities brought him twice as much 
again And he is only one of a dozen who can 
easily top the presidential salary. 


It is nol out of reason, therefore for a 
young man to point himself in such directions 
rather than to the direction of the governing 
process. \ would think that we lose hundred" 
of potential leaders in this manner, potential 
leaders who have to think of the dollar rather 
than the altruistic aim of public service 

AND THERE IS no answer, no pasy solu¬ 
tion. As long as the really big money can he 
made in private business, that is where the 
young will head Some do get around to the 
political amphitheatre Aft<*r having satisfied 
their monetary lust and needs (rr business 
Rut too often the fires of service are some 
what dampened at that point .and we re not 
really getting the best the man had to offer 
The fact is not altered, however, that 
most of our leadership todav is sub-standard 
There are exceptions, but not enough to af 
feet the overall picture 

The great ones are fpw and far be¬ 
tween . . .

I AM INTRIGUED by statistics and some 
statistics frighten me. Like the act, fully 
documented, that since the year 1900, more 
than 800.000 people have been killed in the 
United States by firearms And that figure 
adds up to more deaths than came about in 
all the wars the United States has ever 
fought.

time Thursday evening. 

When the crate was opened 
later in the day ai the apart¬ 
ment of owner Samuel Maslon 
jn front of customs officials, 
the 12-by-16 inch canvas by 
Pierre Auguste Renoir was 
gone. 

Maslon. a Minneapolis law¬ 
yer and art collector, had sent 
the painting to I^ondon to try 
to sell it. but the work was 
not sold

Not muah has changed here 
in the lasjt half-century. The 
red brick Rhea County court¬ 
house. with its white eaves 
and pleasing arches, still 
dominates peaceful Market 
Street. 

The landmark in front of 
the old courthouse tells the 
story of Dayton's skirmish 
with world history 'Here, 
from July 10 to 21. 1925. John 
Thomas Scopes, a county high 
school teacher, was tried for 
expounding the theory of the 
simian descent of man. in vio¬ 
lation of a latelv-assed state 
law ” 

About 250 local residents 
turned out recently for a sym¬ 
posium on the most recent 
Monkey Law passed by the 
Tennessee general assembly, 
a statute which requires that 
all explanations of the origin 
of man. including the biblical 
version, be part of high school 
biology texts. 

A new populism 

During the first hour of the 
session three scholars dis¬ 
cussed the historical, constitu¬ 
tional and scientific issues. 
Then the spectators were 
given a chance to ask ques¬ 
tions. and it became clear 
that for many of them, evolu¬ 
tion is a controversial as it 
was that sweltering summer 
when Clarence Darrow ca¬

The devil’s advocate at this 
spring’s evolution symposium 
was Frederick I.eclerq. as¬ 


sociate professor 1 ^ law at the 
, University of Tennessee. Le- 
clerq argued that including 
the Gesesis version of man's 
beginning In public sehool 
textbooks was a violation of 
the constitutional doctrme of 
disestablishmentarianism, the 
separation of church and 
state. I 

“Are you a Christian’’” 
Mrs. June Gnffin. of the 
nearby unincorttorated town 
of Lvensvulle. Tenn . asked 
leclerq jDo you believe in 
God?” 

Leclerq replied his personal 
beliefs were not relevant to 
the issue.

Diagnosis a bit late 


TORONTO (CP) 


Scien¬ 


tists have performed an au¬ 
topsy on a 3,200-year-old 
Egyptian mummy. 

The mummy of a man 
named Nakht is the property 
of the Royal Ontario Museum 
Officials said the purpose of 
the autopsy is to try to deter¬ 
mine the evolution of modern 
diseases. 

“Tests so far conducted in¬ 
dicate that Nakht died before 
hr was 20,” said Dr. Nicholas 
Millet, head of the Egyptian 
department at the museum. 

"Our biographical informa¬ 


tion shows that he did not 
belong to a class wealthy 
enough to have been normally 
able to afford even the simple 
funeral trappings he had a 
fact which is still somewhat 
of a mystery to us." 

Officials said the budy still 
had all its organs, an unusual 
point in mummification. 'Hie 
brain and other organs were 
usually removed before the 
body was wrapped. 

Dr. Gerald Hart, dmector or 
hematology at Toronto East 
(ieneral Hospital and co-or¬ 
dinator of the autopsy team, 
stressed thal Ihe autopsy was 


a scientific endeavor and that 
the main obiecUve was to 
gam information on diseases 
in ancient times and their im¬ 
plication on modern man 

"This is not an exercise in 
curiosity.” he said. “The body 
has been treated with the 
greatest respect and our find¬ 
ings will be used as a major 
teaching source for a wnde 
number of scientific dis¬ 
ciplines,”

were that it might have been 
malaria.

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T HE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA opened the 
grate to allow U.S. cattlemen to lesume ex 
ports to this country on Aug. 2. But it didn’t open it 
very wide. 

Since April, Canada had banned all imports of 
beef, on the hoof or otherwise, as well as sheep, 
mutton and lamb. This was to ensure that animals 
treated with a hazard-suspect growth hormone did 
not reach the Canadian consumer. 

After a lengthy and sometimes angry dialogue 
between Washington and Ottawa, Canada has de¬ 
cided to accept a limited quantity of beef products 
if the government is satisfied they are free of the 
offending hormone. 

Some people thought the government was 
being difficult over this issue because it was anx¬ 
ious to protect Canadian cattlemen against. Ameri¬ 
can competition. And these people could be right. 
Because Ottawa is not allowing anything like as 
much U.S. beef to enter the country as it has done 
in the past. The quota is $50 million a year, Wash¬ 
ington claims, when formerly the Canadian market 
took $140 million worth of U.S. beef. 

Last month the food bills Of the Canadian con¬ 


sumer showed the smallest gain for some time 
with the notable exception of beef which was up 
again, this time by 2.7 per cent over June. 

Jubilation among the beef-eaters when the 
U.S. imports ban was lifted was understandable. 
But they cheered too soon. 

As soon as they opened the gate the Ottawa 
authorities moved to protect the Canadian produc¬ 
er and his prices. In addition to the import quota 
benefits the Canadian cattleman was given a defi¬ 
ciency payment guarantee of $45.42 per 100 
pounds, for top grades, “to keep the present price 
spread intact." 

No one in Ottawa thought to do anything 
about protecting the consumer. 

It may be that the two sirloin tips sitting side 
by side in the tray come from such widely separat¬ 
ed points as Texas and Alberta. It may be that the 
cost of one, at the producer and the wholesale level, 
was very much lower than the other. But who can 
tell? The color is just the same. And so will be the 
price, unless practices have suddenly and radically 
changed.

W7HEN A MUNICIPAL council 1 -ozones prop- 
W er ty f or a US e which may reduce its mar¬ 
ket value or the worth of adjoining or nearby land, 
that’s the owners’ hard luck. There has been talk 
of letting the municipalities share in the increase in 
market value when it goes up through rezoning, so 
obviously there is recognition that this can happen. 
But by provincial law there is blindness to the fact 
that values similarly can be decreased. No compen¬ 
sation is payable. 

The same applies now to hooses designated as 
“heritage" buildings. This spring the legislature 
passed an amendment to the Municipal Act provid¬ 
ing, according to a descriptive note, that “no injuri¬ 
ous affection takes place in a designation of a heri¬ 
tage building." Designation by a municipal council 
means that the owner has to maintain the building 
as a landmark not to be significantly altered. 

No wonder, then, that the owner of Tod House 


in Oak Bay, oldest house in Canada west of the 
Lakehead, exclaimed just before the municipal 
council passed a motion to designate it as a heri¬ 
tage building, “It’s my property, and none of your 
business. I figure it’s worse than Hitler, worse than 
expropriation, for you to tell me what I can do with 
my own property." 

It is pleasing, on the other hand, that the city 
of Victoria plans to save a house considered a heri¬ 
tage, the old Warren home on Selkirk Water, not 
by designating it but through buying it and the 
property on which it stands. The city has bought 
the Warren Tug property for $240,000, and wants 
to save the house and retain the foreshore for 
public use, possibly using some of the land for hous¬ 
ing. 

Municipal purchase of heritage buildings is 
not, of course, always possible or practical. But 
when it is, it is the preferable method.

■yHE REPLACEMENT of M. Andre Ouellet by 
A Mr. Bryce Mackasey as postmaster general 
will elicit a sigh of relief, if not contentment, from 
a long-suffering Canadian public. 

Though it would be unfair to place all the 
blame for the progressive deterioration of the na¬ 
tion’s postal service on M. Ouellet he is entitled to 
share a great deal of it. Apart from changing the 
national post office’s traditional “Royal Mail" iden¬ 
tification to Canada Post-Poste and changing the 
official postal address of the country’s capital city 
from Ottawa to Ottawa-Hull, it is difficult to recall 


anything positive accomplished during his too long 
term of office. 

Mr. Mackasey, an ebullient character with the 
reputation of a scrapper, may be just the man who 
is needed to put the department back on its feet. 
Certainly the job presents a challenge — a chal¬ 
lenge that has been ignored or avoided for loo 
many years. 

At this time the Canadian postal service is not 
only among the world’s most expensive but also 
among the world’s most inefficient. And that is Mr. 
Mackasey’s starting point. We wish him luck. 


Back to the South 


Reversal in black migration 


More than a rentury after 
America’s liberated slaves 
started trekking to the north¬ 
ern cities, the black migration 
movement has begun to re¬ 
verse itself. There are now- 
believed to be more blacks 
moving from north to south 
than in the other direction. 

The difference is small, 
but it is a lurning point in 
black American history’. 
Freed from most of the fear 
and repression that governed 
their lives for generations, 
thousands of southern blacks 
are surprised to discover that 
the southern states now offer 
them more opportunity, a bet¬ 
ter standard of living and 
more comfortable surround¬ 
ings than the northern cities. 

★ ★ ★ 

Exact migration figures are 
unavailable, but from a re¬ 
cent government sampling the 
conclusion was drawn that be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1973 some 
166,000 blacks moved out of 
the South while 247.000 moved 
in — a gain to the South of 
81.000. Figures from 1965 lo 
1970 showed 378,000 blacks 
leaving the South compared 
with 162,000 moving m -- a 
loss to the South of 116,000. In 
earlier years the propor¬ 
tionate lass was even greater. 

Most, of the blacks in the 
new migration were born in 
the southern states and are 
old enough to remember the 
way life was before the civil 
rights movement of the early 
1960s. "You couldn’t go where 
you wanted to,” a migrant re¬ 
turning to his birthplace in 
Alabama recalled. “Me and 
my buddies were supposed to 
stay on our side of town and 
we didn’t have any place de¬ 
cent to go.” 

In search of some place de¬ 
cent this man, William Gray, 
moved to Chicago in 1959. 
There he met a brand of ra¬ 
cial tension quite different 
from the South and more 
fearful than he had ever sus¬ 
pected. 

Although he soon found a 
satisfactory .job as a hospital 
cook, he had to live in a high- 
crime neighborhood where 
drug addiction and street vio¬ 
lence were frequent. One day, 
during a gang fight, his home 
was firebombed and his wife 
fatally Injured.

So, after 12 years, Mr. Gray 
returned to his Alabama 
hometown where he remar¬ 
ried and settled. Al first hp 
barely recognized ihe south¬ 
ern way of life, it had 
rhanged so much. 

"Now you can talk to a 
white man like he is another 
man. Blacks can go lo any 
movie theatre in tow-n. You 
can go to clubs lhat used to 
he white. You can fit right in 
like you was one of them, and 
if you carry yourself right 
they will respect you.” 

Segregation persists in the 
South but it is no longer overt 
and vicious. A black student 
at a southern university which 
was all white ten years ago 
told how, when his college 
team recently won an impor¬ 
tant sports game, black and 
white students mingled and 

cheered together. But after¬ 


wards the race* * divided for 
their separate celebration 
parties. 

It Is the same in southern 
business life. Though blacks 
may now w-ork alongside 
whites and there is no appar¬ 
ent friction on the .job, there 
is no socializing outside the 
office. However, this would be 
almost as true in northern 
Cities. 

As in all migration move¬ 
ments, it was the people wilh 
the highest motivation and 
ability who moved out of the 
South — and who are now 
moving back to it. As a result, 
for the first time blacks are 
holding impressive positions 
in southern business, politics 
and education — only a tiny 
percentage in proportion to 
their numbers, but enough lo 
encourage others of their 
race.

Almost all of the returning 
migrants give the same rea¬ 
sons for moving back. They 
cite the new economic oppor¬ 
tunities of the South and the 
relative freedom from crime. 
Not only do they return to the 
remembered security of living 
in a sm§H community where 
it is unnecessary to lock one's 
doors at night, but now they 
are no longer obliged to .get 
off the sidewalk for whites, to 
eat in inferior restaurants, or 
be relegated to the back of a 
bus. 

In Atlanta, Georgia, ihe ad¬ 
vances have been so profound 
that a black man. Maynard 
Jackson, was elected mayor 
last year — the first black 
mayor of a major southern 
city. His victory was a direct 
racial triumph: Mr. Jackson's 
opponent was a white man 
who campaigned on racial 
grounds. When the election re¬ 
sults w-ere declared, the new 
mayor held a celebration 
party in an Atlanta hotel 
which refused blacks admit¬ 
tance ten year* ago. 

* ★ ★ 

Mr. Jackson typifies an¬ 
other kind of black in the new' 

, migration — the kind who 
moved south for the first time 
in his life. He was bom in De¬ 
troit, qualified as a lawyer 
and migrated south where he 
worked his way to the head of 
one of the largest black law 
firms in Atlanta. 

Among the reverse mi¬ 
grants, probably the best- 
known is James Meredith, ihe 
first black to enter the Uni¬ 
versity of Mississippi. He, 
made headlines in 1962 when 
his enrolment created such vi¬ 
olent racial tensions that fed¬ 
eral troops were called in to 
surround the university, and 
Mr. Meredith had to be 
guarded wherever he went on 
campus. 

Shattered by this experi¬ 
ence, he moved to New York 
where he lived for six years. 
Then, in 1971, he made sever¬ 
al trips to Mississippi and 
found the atmosphere so 
changed that he returned to 
settle. This time, he said, he 
suffered neither embarrass¬ 
ment nor humiliation and 
“there is a better quality of 
lifq ih Mississippi.”

Obviously, ihe Liberals 
must do something about in¬ 
flation, even though they 
made no promises to do any¬ 
thing during the elec tion cam¬ 
paign. 

What is really frightening is 
that there seems to he an in¬ 
flationary mechanism built 
into the economy.

As a letter from Oxfam 
pointed out, this led to a cut¬ 
back in production, especially 
in lha}-Caribbean, and, now, 
retail sugar prices have more 
than doubled.

Indexing merely feeds the fire 
of inflation. 

If the cost-of-living Index 
goes up by 12 per cent this 
year, then the award means 
an increase of $5,000 for se¬ 
nior information officers, 
bringing their salaries to 
521.800 a year. Which is a nice 
round sum for a soft j<rt>, and 
should clean out the 
newsrooms for a hundred 
miles anarnd. as a newspaper 
correspondent said. 

Another inflationary factor 
is the virtual break-down in 
postal services. More and 
more businesses have found 
that they have to use pnvale 
messenger sen-ices. If this 
trend continues, it will mpan 
that the post office will lose 


that much revenue, and post¬ 
age rales will have to be 
raised again. 

The Bank of Canada ra'e 
was raised to a record 9.25 
per cent after the election. 
However, there is no indica¬ 
tion that there is going to he 
any reduction in the money- 
supply; if anything, it has 
Ix’en increased. High interest 
rates alone are not an effec¬ 
tive curb on inflation. 

★ * ♦ 

With a majority to give 
them confidence, the Liberal 
ministers should ’ignore the 
distractions of the cabinet 
shuffle and get down to the 
rations business of fighting 
inflation. As a first step, they 
must reduce the money sup¬ 
ply and increase down¬ 
payments and take' other 
measures to make credit 
more difficult to obtain.

Ford the conformist is a dark horse president 

A

Forty-five years ago, a boy of 16, still at high 
school, was working at a restaurant to earn some 
more money. A man came into the restaurant, and 
asked to see him. The boy didn’t recognize him, but 
the man said: “I’m your father.” The boy was Gerald 
Ford, now president of the United States. 

The otory is worth record- hardening and steeling him- 


Ing because it is one of the 
few incidents in the recorded 
career of Jerry Ford which 
are in any way odd. 

Ford’s read father, called 
I^eslie King, divorced his 
mother when the boy was less 
than a year old; his mother 
remarried a Michigan print 
salesman called Gerald Ford, 
who adopted the infant and 
gave him his own name. 

★ ★ ★ 

The shock of this encounter, 
at the age of 16, might be 
thought to be overwhelming. 
Rut Ford, when I asked him 
recently, insisted that it did 
not much upset him (he had 
heen told three years before 
ihat his step-father was not 
his real father); the hardest 
part, he said, was telling his 
mother and stepfather about 
the encounter afterwards. 

Hla home life with his step¬ 
father, from all accounts, was 
very stable and happy; yet 
the question remains: did this 
teenage experience leave a 
sense of Insecurity with the 
young Ford, which helps to 
explain his more-than-usual 
pubUc record of conformity? 

It is the extent of the con¬ 
formity which makes the ca¬ 
reer of the r.8th president ap¬ 
pear most obviously different 
from those of his predeces¬ 
sors. 

He has never been a loner, 
like Nixon; a flamboyant indi¬ 
vidualist, like Johnson; or 
been brought up, as a leader, 
like Kennedy. 

In his sudden rise from 
comparative obscurity, he has 
often been compared to Tru¬ 
man; but he has never shown 
the rugged outspokenness of 
Truman, or been through the 
same adversity. 

* ★ 

Of recent presidents it Is 
Eisenhower that he most re¬ 
sembles in temperament, and 
Kisenhower is one of the three 
presidents (with Nixon and 
Lincoln) that he most ad¬ 
mires. 

Like Eisenhower, he is gre¬ 
garious, makes friends easily, 
makes people around him feel 
better; he would fit tho old 
slogan: “I like Ike”. 

It la one aido of hla confor¬ 
mity, that he generate* an at¬ 
mosphere of goodwill, and de¬ 
cency; and In the prevailing 
atmosphere of Washington 
Ihat Is a valuable asset. But 
the obverse Is more worrying; 
how will the president fare 
when he has to take bold decl- 
sions, alone? 

The contrast with Nixon Is 
extreme and the more re¬ 
markable because they have 
been close political allies. 
Nixon, Incessantly ambitious, 
has always thrived on battle, 


self with each new challenge. 

He has always been the out¬ 
sider, both needing enemies, 
and making them, despising 
and envying tliose on the in¬ 
side. 

Ford has never had to fight 
very hard, or alone; he has 
risen through politics slowly 
and genially, with very few 
enemies. 

It is tempting to see each of 
their political characters in 
schoolboy terms; Nixon was 
the boy who longed, and 
failed, to get into the college 
football team; Ford was the 
football hero, who was always 
in the centre of the team. 

★ ★ ★ 

Ford was brought up in Ihe 
staid and conservative town 
of Grand Rapids in Michigan, 
where his stepfather later set 
up a small paint-and-vamish 
business. Grand Rapids is 
best known for making furni¬ 
ture; and Ford’s friends there 
like to say that he is as solid 
as its furniture. 

He was a hard-working boy 
and helped his stepfather 
when the Depression was hit¬ 
ting his business. From tho 
local school he went to the 
University of Michigan, where 
he played centre on the foot¬ 
ball team. 

He was a strong, handsome 
young man, the picture of the 
all-American young man; 
later the magazine Look used 
him as a model for one of 
their fictional photo stories, 
about a skiing romance. 
k k k 

He decided not to become a 
football professional, and in¬ 
stead went on to Yale Law 
School, where he stayed for- 
four years. It was a much less 
competitive entry than it is 
now, and Ford made no spe¬ 
cial mark. 

But Yale. Ford explains, 
was a very important influ¬ 
ence on him. It took him out 
of the isolationist world of Mi¬ 
chigan into a world of east 
coast cosmopolitans, con¬ 
cerned with the harrowing 
events outside America. 

In the war, he joined the 
navy as a physical-fitness in¬ 
structor: “the bone-and-mus- 
cle brigade”: but he hated 
that, and managed to get 
transferred as a watch-keep¬ 
ing officer, on the aircraft 
carrier Monterrey. 

He was 32 when he left the 
navy: still unmarried, prac¬ 
tising law. living with his 
parents back in Grand 
Rapids; a late developer. 

Then his life quickly 
changed: he married a pretty 
young divorcee, an ex-dancer 
called Betty Bloomer; and in 
1948 he was persuaded by his 
Republican stepfather to run

for congress against an tsola- 
t i o n i % t candidate Barney 
Jonkman: be won the seat 

which he then kept for L’5 
years. 

He came , into the Hou>c of 
Representatives two years 
after his contemporary Rich¬ 
ard Nixon, and the two men 
soon became political allies, 
both conservatives and dedi¬ 
cated anti-communists whose 
Internationalism was *«ir- 
cumscribcd by the t old war. 


But while Nixon’s career 
leapt ahead, Ford made his 
mark very slowly. He was 
popular and dutiful, well-liked 
in congress and his constitu¬ 
ency : but his style was heavy, 
and he was disinclined to de¬ 
viate from the Republican 
line. 

In Michigan he was regard¬ 
ed as something of a liberal; 
but it was on account more of 
his attitudes, which have 
never been intolerant, than of 
his votes. He did not appear 
very ambitious, and once said

Before Gerald R. lord was 
•elected as vice president 10 
months ago, he was consider¬ 
ing retiring from congress in 
1976 at the request of his wife. 

Then, after Ford replaced 
Spiro Agnew, his wife de¬ 
clared she would not want to 
become first lady. 

Now, with her husband the 
nation’s 38th president, Eliza¬ 
beth Bloomer ’’Betty” Ford is 
no longer in control of the sit¬ 
uation. 

Despite the years of raising 
their four children and man¬ 
aging the family’s finances 
while Ford was working long 
hours in Congress and mak¬ 
ing speeches across the coun¬ 
try, Betty Ford acknowledges 
that "of course, Jerry is the 
boss In this family.”

A former dancer in the 
Martha Graham troupe and a 
one-time model, Mrs. Ford 
has a slim figure and shiny 
chestnut hair. She speaks 
slowly and softly, always 
smiling and friendly. 

Reflecting her dance back¬ 
ground, she is more interested 
than her husband in high cul¬ 
tural events. Recently she had 
to almost drag him to a per¬ 
formance of the New York 
Metropolitan Opera when 
Ford wanted to swim in the 
backyard pool instead. 

Sports used to be a hobby, 
but she had to give up strenu¬ 
ous activity nine years ago 
because of pinched nerve in 
her neck, an injury that still 
causes her constant pain and 
one that is aggravated by con¬ 
stant stress.

“We’re exceptionally close 
to one another,” she says of 
her three sons and a daugh¬ 
ter. During the times Ford 
was away from home for days 
at a time, it fell to Betty to 
make the necessary day-to- 
day decisions and enforce 
family discipline. 

Although she helped Ford 


on the campaign trail in 13 
elections, Mrs. Ford has not 
been as active as some politi¬ 
cal wives. She has preferred 
to stay at home with her 
close-knit family and enter¬ 
tain small gatherings of 
friends rather than plunge 
into the Washington society 
scene. 

One of her faults, apparent 
not only to Ford but to the 
public on occasion, is her 
habit of showing up late for 
social events. The president 
has several times glared her 
down or rommented in public 
on her lateness. 

But her social^ grace was 
particularly welcomed by the 
Martin Luther King family 
last month when Mrs. Ford 
attended the funeral of the se¬ 
nior Mrs. King, who was shot 
to death. The government had 
not designated any high of¬ 
ficial to attend the funeral, so 
Betty Ford went, out of her 
own compassion for the fami¬ 
ly. 

k k k 

The Fords in 25 years of 
marriage have four children: 
Michael. 24; Jack, 22; Steven, 
18, and Susan, 17. 

Though she said she never 
made a secret of it, many 
people were surprised to learn 
last fall that Betty Ford had 
been married before. She was 
divorced after four years 
from Grand Rapids. Mich., 
furniture company agent Wil¬ 
liam C. Warren on grounds of 
extreme mental cruelty and 
incompatibility.

he would rather be speaker 
than president. 

It* was not until after the 
catastrophic defeat of Senator 
Barry Goldwater, the Repub¬ 
lican presidential candidate in 
1964. that Ford began to 
achieve some prominence. In 
1965 he was elected leader of 
the Republicans in the House, 
and in this post he became an 
important instrument of the 
Republican revival, rebuilding 
the party on more moderate 
lines. 

He became a persistent crit¬ 
ic of the ’’Great Society” wel¬ 
fare programmes of President 
Lyndon Johnson, who re¬ 
turned the attack with two of 
the most-quoted phrases 
about Ford’s slow, rigid style: 

“he has played football too 
long without a helmet”; and 
“he’s the only man f ever 
knew who can’t chew gum 
and walk at the same time.” 

★ ★ * 

Ford atill kept In touch with 
Nixon, during hla yeara In tho 
wilderness when so many pol¬ 
iticians assumed he was 
finished, and in the 1968 elec¬ 
tion, when Ford was chair¬ 
man of the Republican na 
tional convention, he helped 
Nixon achieve the nomination. 

So that when Nixon became 
president Ford could rank as 
one of that select band w ho 
followed their leader through 
the darkest years. 

Ford’s loyalty to the new 
president was almost total: he 
voted for him on nearly every 
issue, including stepping-up 
the Vietnam war, maintaining 
defence spending and prohi¬ 
biting the busing of schoolchil¬ 
dren. 

His only major divergence 
was w hen he opposed allowing 
the highway fund to be used 
for mass transit — an excep¬ 
tion permissible for a man 
from 

tomobile state. 

Even Ford’s one eccentric 
adventure, his attempt to im¬ 
peach Supreme Court Justice 
William Douglas, was be¬ 
lieved to have been inspired 
by the White House. 

★ ★ ★ 

Ford remained interested in 
foreign affairs, and visited ( 
Europe several times with the • 
Inter-Parliamentary Union; 
but he remained a stern anti¬ 
communist and he was still 
warning-Americans about the 
dangers of Chinese commu¬ 
nism until just before Nixon 
made his sudden visit to Pek¬ 
ing. Thefeafter Ford quickly 
followed suit, and visited 
China himself. 

Ford’s private life, as he 
said himself, was thoroughly 
“square”: he lived (and still 
lives) in a suburban house in 
Alexandria, across the river 
from Washington, full of 
American flags and Republi¬ 
can rlephants. 

His life, even more than 
that of most politicians, was 
interrupted by long spells of 
travelling alone, speaking , 
doggedly in support of fellow- 
congressmen up and down the 
states. 

His wife Betty showed some 
signs of strain at having to 
bring up her family — three 
boys and a girl — very much 
on her own; she is shy, home¬ 
ly. and visibly bored by poli¬ 
tics. 

By 1973, though Ford had 
become more prominent in 
Washington, he was still not a 
national figure: at 60, he was 
• congressman’s congress¬ 
man, representing very well 
the best side of the House; 
friendly, open, loyal to col¬ 
leagues. hut following the po¬ 


litical winds like a weather¬ 
cock, distrustful of ideas and 
reluctant to stand on his own. 

Then in October 1973, after 
the disgrace of Vice-President 
Agnew, came Ford’s sudden 
rush to fame when Nixon no¬ 
minated him as Agnews 
successor. The reaction of 
congressmen and senators 
was delighted; he was one of 
them, a man to be trusted, 
and (as his nomination hear¬ 
ings showed) he had a record 
of financial probity in strong 
contrast to Agnew s. 

In December he was inau¬ 
gurated before both Houses. 
The sense of relief and reas¬ 
surance was enveloping; for 
Republicans. Jerry Ford 
marked a return to decency 
and honesty; and for Demo¬ 
crats his presence made it 
possible to face up to the 
problem of impeaching the 
president. 

The relief was so great that 
few members of congress 
wanted to speculate too far 
whether Ford was of presi¬ 
dential stature 

* * * 

Ford's position as vice- 
president was not an enviable 
one; on fbp of the traditional 
awkwardness of the job, he 
bad to tread a narrow path, 
showing himself loyal to 'The 
president, yet able (as he put 
it) to “be his own man”; and 
as the impeachment process 
began to develop more 
seriously through 1971, the 
need for the second became 
more urgent. 

Ford was clearly reluctant 
to abandon his defence of the 
president; he followed him, 
with sometimes painful will¬ 
ingness, through the zigs and 
zags of his counter-attack; de¬ 
fending his honor, his income 
tax returns, his resistance to 
subpoenas,, and protesting his 
innocence of the Watergate 
cover-up.. 

k k k 

But as thef Impeachment 
went forward and Nixon's 
popularity ebbed, so Ford be¬ 
came more ambiguous; some¬ 
times appearing to attack the 
president’s policies quite bold¬ 
ly, then retreating again to an 
apparent position of loyalty. Ii 
was not an ennobling per¬ 
formance, and many Republi¬ 
cans would have preferred 
that Ford had kept quiet. 

But he felt impelled to keep 
on travelling and talking, to 
rally the party and to form 
some kind of bridge between 


the administration and itfe 
public. 

His relations with the pres¬ 
ident, in the meantime, be¬ 
came more strained; he found 
his talks with Nixon some¬ 
thing of-a stjain, while* Nixon 
was clearly worried by Ford’s 
signs of independence, and his 
growing publicity as he flew 
around the country. 

k k k 

But there was still great 
doubt as to whether Ford was 
really emerging as ”hla own 
man”, or who that man was. 
His speeches were humdrum 
and partisan, Xvlth few clues 
to any broad ' political phi- 
losphy; and his own staff of 
- advisers were not Inspired. 


Privately, he speculated 
about what he might do if he 
were president; he would 
keep Kissinger as secretary of 
state, for instance, but would 
probably replace Schlesinger 
in defence. But few Ford- 
watchers could pick up a 
clear impression about his vi¬ 
sion for the future. 

Every vice-president who 
suddenly becomes president is 
a dark horse, for the jobs re¬ 
quire more opposite qualities; 
but Ford is an even darker 
horse than -Johnson or Tru¬ 
man, for he has had little op¬ 
portunity. or desire. to 
express Independent views. 

Many of his Republican col¬ 
leagues argue tha) this can be 


an advantage; that he can, 
like Eisenhower, recruit 
strong men around him and 
leave them to. their jobs, 
while providing the necessary 
atmosphere of decency and 
relaxed commonsehse in 
which the right decisions can 
beomade. 

k + 

Certainly there is little 
doubt that Ford will bring 
fresh air and candor into the 
White House; and although 
his political record has been 
always partisan, he is quite 
able to get on well with Dem¬ 
ocrats, and may move to¬ 
wards a more bipartisan ap¬ 
proach to foreign affairs.

Judge’s device' 
started it all

To the public, Richard 
Nixon said l.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica was ’’a 
courageous Judge.” Privately, 
he called him ”a hardliner.” 
Nixon was right both times. 

Sirica was 68 years old 
when he presided over the 
original Watergate trial, near¬ 
ing the end ol a long career 
which started as a boy help¬ 
ing his Italian immigrant fa¬ 
ther in a downtown Washing¬ 
ton barber shop. 

There is no doubt Sirica 
played a central role In expos¬ 
ing the worst scandal In 
American political history. 

”1 happen to be a Republi¬ 
can. but any decent American 
— Republican or Democrat — 
deplores this kind of con¬ 
duct,” Sirica said from the 
bench during the January, 
1973, trial. > 

k k k 

Two months later, on March 
23, 1973, the day of sentenc¬ 
ing, Sirica read aloud a letter 
from defendant James W. 
McCord, alleging there had 
been perjury at the trial and 
that defendants had been 
pressured to plead guilty and 
keep quiet. A* It turned out.

Watergate did go higher, 
much higher. 

Sirica imposed prov isionai 
maximum sentences on the 
defendants and told them he 
would postpone final sen-, 
tences until he saw how they 
cooperated with investiga¬ 
tors. It was a clear device to 
make them talk.

questionable pressure 
worked. 

Six weeks later. In announc¬ 
ing White House counsel John 
Dean was fired and Attorney 
(iencral Richard Klelndienst 
and former White House aides 
H. R. Ilaldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichinan had resigned. 
Nixon praised the American 
system:

“It was the system that has 
brought the facts to light and 
that will bring those guilty to 
Justice — a system that In 
this case has included a deter¬ 
mined grand jury, honest 
prosecutors, a courageous 

judge, John Sirica, and a vig¬ 
orous free press.” 

Sirica retired as chief Judge 
on his 70th birthday in March. 
1974. hut he continues actively 
on the bench, handling the 
controversies over the White 
House tapes and assigning 
himself to the Watergate 

cover-up trial scheduled to 
start in September. 

♦ * k 

He recalls as a seven year- 
old, early in the century, step¬ 
ping on a stool to help his fa¬ 
ther lather his customers.

'Sleutli Has own ways 

Time line dips 
deep in history 


By DON GAIN

Victoria archivist Amslie 
Helmcken calls it a Time 
Line. ^ 

It’s a list of important 
events in the development of 
Victoria and Vancouver Is¬ 
land since 1842 when James 
Douglas first came here. 

Helmcken has been workinc 
on his Time Line for ^.ve 
y ears and is just beginning to 
get the feeling it will soon be 
finished. 

"We need something like 
this." he said this week in an 
interview. “It will be a ready 
reference for students, teach 
ers, writers, anybody who is 
looking for dates and events 
in our history. We ll produce 
an index, too." 

The information comes 
from city directories of the 
1880s. which used to list all 
events; and He^ncken has 
read the minutes of every city 
council meeting from 1862 
through to 1920. 

Other aids are tire atlases 
of insurance companies show 
mg the construction of city 
buildings and these were 
matched with photographs 
and other records Me also 
has an 18S9 bird’s eye view of 
Victoria which shows old 
buildings, many of which still 
stand. 

Helmcken’s aid is often 
sought by people who’ve 
found family papers and don’t 
know what to do with them. 
He's glad to go over them and 
estimate their historic worth. 

"Thousands of papers and 
photographs get burned that 
shouldn’t.” he said. "A lot of 
thc*<e things look like .iunk to 
some people but they could be 
part of the ritv’s historv." 
“Here’* one find that we re 
' getting a lot of information 
from." he said, picking up a 
spike stacked tightly with old 
hills, invoices and receipts. 

The spike belonged to W A. 
G. Young, colonial secretary 
of the colony of Vancouver 
Island and later of the colony 
of B.C. It was found, with 
other personal papers, in an 
old vault. 

‘‘Young came here in the 
early 1860s." Helmcken said 
and read off some of the 
items, most of them house¬ 
hold bills. 

There was one from Scotch 
House, despite its name a 
drygoods store on Fort Streel. 
another which included as an 
item one case of Allsop’s Ale 
in quarts for S12. 

“Here’s an interesting re¬ 
ceipt," Helmcken said. Ten 
dollars for **ent for half a year 
for a pow at SI. John’s 
Church, datpd 1867." 

"Finds like this help us to 
determine who owned old 
buildings and what they were 
used for." he said. "It’s been 
a tremendous help in the re¬ 
cent study of Old Town. By 
matching information up with 
photographs, w'e can put our 
finger on otherwise elusive 
facts." 

Helmcken c>mes hv his job 
as archivist with a wealth of 
Victoria historv behind him. 
He’s the grandson of pioneer 
phvsician Dr. John Sebastian 
Helmcken and he knows his 
subject. 

He started sortilnc out the 
city’s archives in 1963 in a 
small office in city hall. His 
work overflowed from that to 
a suite of three offices across 
the road at 613 Pandora and 
he’d like to expand again. 

He gives illustrated talks 
to schools and to patients in 
p.\tended-oare hospitals and is 
in demand to sj>eak about Vic-

Apartments rare jewels 
in Victoria this June 


It was harder to find an empty apartment 
in Victoria in June than in Almost any other 
Canadian city, statistics released last week 
by the Central Mortgage and Housing Carp, 
showed. 

With only .5 per cent of it* apartments 
unrented, Victoria had fewer vacancies ‘than 
any city except Vancouver (with .3 per centi 
and St. John’s. Xfld. (with 4 per cent). 

The city with the highest vacancy rate 
was Sudbury. Ont .. with 9.2 per cent of its 
apartments unrented. 

The figures applied only to privately- 
owned rental apartments (condominiums 
were not included) in buildings containing six 
or more suites, a release accompanying the 
statistics said. 

The June rate in Victoria was "only frac¬ 
tionally higher than in December, 1973,” 


when the lowest vacancy rate for the city 
was recorded since CMHC began conducting 
its apartment vacancy surveys in 1963, the 
release added. 

The vacancy rate in December, 1973, 
atond at .3 per cent. 

The survey showed 17,017 apartments in 
the Victoria metropolitan area at the end of 
June, with another 1,500 units under con¬ 
struction. 

. Broken down by area, the statistics 
showed the Iangford-View Royal area with 
the fewest vacancies. In tact, according to 
the figures, there was not a single apartment 
available for rent in the area. 

Esquimalt had the most vacancies (.8 per 
cent), followed by Victoria city (.6 per cent), 
Sidney (.5 per cent), Saanich (.3 per cent) 
and Oak Bay (.1 per cent).

IS, left 
Victoria Friday to meet two 
other brothers in Madeira Park 
near Vancouver. 

The brothers, who are tri¬ 
plets. were in Vancouver Nov. 
22. 1957 wtien a landslide at 
Prince Rupert killed their 
parents. John and Merle Mur¬ 
ray. brother James, and four 
other people. 

Selma, thpn IS-months-old, 
was the only survivor of ihe 
slide. She and her adoptive 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Schuman of FI in Flon, Man., 


are in British Columbia to meet 
Selma's brothers, her rescuer, 
and anyone else connected with 
the slide. , 

"I’ve been looking forward to 
• this for a long time," Selina 
said. "Now that I’ve found, my 
brothers I’m not going to lose 
them again." 

Two of the brothers. Peter 
and John, were brought up to¬ 
gether in Madeira Park by 
foster-mother Mrs. John Dun¬ 
can. 

The third brother is Paul 
Scott of Coquitlam. 

The brothers discovered the 
whereabouts of their sister in 
February and began corre¬ 
sponding with her. but meeting 


for the first time watt "quite a 
thrill," Mrs. Duncan said Satur¬ 
day. 

Selma said she learned she 
was the only survivor of the 
landslide and that she had three 
brothers when she was al»out 
nine. Her aunt. Mrs. Schuman. 
had kept a scrapbook w’ith pic¬ 
tures and clippings about the 
slide and gave it to her then. 

She said after she heard 
a I out her biothers she dreamed 
for years of seeing them. 

Mrs. Schuman said the family 
knew the brothers weir in 
foster homes somewhere in B.C. 

The reunion of Selma and her 
brothers began when a reporter 
on a Prince Rupert paper. 


investigating the Jan. 22.ava¬ 
lanche west of Terrace, won¬ 
dered about the whereabouts of 
the only survivor of the 1957 
slide and discovered Selma was 
in FI in Flon. 

'Die two foster mothers of the 
hoys read about Selma and 
each wrote to her saying the 
brothers would like to meet her 
Selma and her parents had 
planned to come to B.C this 
summer on a h ip and a reunion 
was arranged. 

The trip to B.C. began in 
Prince Rupert where civic of¬ 
ficials had a ceremony for 
Selma including a visit with 
Heather Cap. the nurse who had 


cared for Selma after her res¬ 
cue from the slide. 

Selma and the Schumans then 
travelled to Nanaimo where 
they met Lee lntermela, 45, Sel¬ 
ma’s rescuer. lntermela, then a 
Prince Rupert municipal 
worker, heard her cries, saw 
her hanfa and arm and pulled 
her to safety. Her only injuries 
were a few scratches on her 
back, according to Mrs. Schu¬ 
man. 

After the visit to Madeira 
Park, Selma and the Schumans 
will return to Flin Flon where 
Selma plans to work for a year 
before taking training as a lab 
technician. She graduated

Family reunited after 17 years 


After 17 years of separation, a 
Victoria student and his sister 
have been reunited 

Peter Duncan. ‘20. and his 
sister Selina Murray, IS, left 
Victoria Friday to meet two 
other brothers in Madeira Park 
near Vancouver. 

The brothers, who are tri¬ 
plets. were in Vancouver Nov. 
22. ^957 when a landslide at 
Prince Riipert killed their 
parents, .John and Merle Mur¬ 
ray. brother James, and four 
other people 

Selma, then 18-months-old, 
was the only survivor of the 
slide. She und her adoptive 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Sehuman of Flin Flon, Man., 


are in British Columbia to meet 
Selma's brothers, her rescuer, 
and anyone else connected with 
the slide. 

"I’\e been looking forward to 
this for a long time,” Selma 
said. "Now that. I’ve found my 
brothers I'm not going to lose 
them again." 

Two of the brother*. Peter 
and John, were brought up to¬ 
gether in Madeira Park by 
foster-mother Mi's. John Dun¬ 
can. 

The third brother is Paul 
Scott of Coquitlam. 

The brothers discovered the 
whereabouts of their sister in 
February and began corre¬ 
sponding with her, but meeting 


for the first time was "quite a 
thrill.” Mrs. Duncan said Satur¬ 
day. 

Selma said she learned she 
was the only survivor of the 
landslide and that she had three 
brothers when she was about 
nine. Her aunt. Mrs. Serhuman, 
had kept a scrapbook with pic¬ 
tures an^ clijfcings about the 
slide and gave it to her then. 

She said after she heard 
al»out her brothers she dreamed 
for years of seeing them. 

Mrs. Sehuman said the family 
knew the brothers were in 
foster homes somewhere in B.C 

The reunion of Selma and her 
brothers began when a reporter 
on a Prince Rupert paper. 


investigating the Jan. 22 ava¬ 
lanche west of Terrace, won¬ 
dered about the whereabouts of 
the only survivor of the 1957 
slide and discovered Selma was 
in Flin Flon. 

'Hie two foster mothers of the 
boys read about Selma and 
each wrote to her saying the 
brothers would like to meet her 
Selma and her parents had 
planned to come to B.C. this 
summer on a trip and a reunion 
was arranged. 

The trip to B.C. began in 
Prince Rupert where civic of¬ 
ficials had a ceremony for 
Selma including a visit with 
Heather Cap, the nurse who had 


cared for Selma after her res¬ 
cue from the slide. 

Selma and the Schumans then 
travelled to Nanaimo where 
they met Lee Lntermela, 45. Sel¬ 
ma's rescuer. lntermela, then a 
Prince Rupert municipal 
worker, heard her cries, saw 
her hand and arm and pulled 
her to safety. Her only injuries 
were a few scratches on her 
back, according to Mrs. Schu- 
man.

Apartments rare jewels 
in Victoria this June 


It was harder to find an empty apartment, 
in Victoria in June than in almost any other 
Canadian city, statistics released last week 
by the Central Mortgage and Housing Carp, 
showed. 

With only .5 per cent of its apartments 
unrented, Victoria had fewer vacancies than 
any city except Vancouver (with .3 per cent! 
and St. John’s. Nfld. (with 4 per cent). 

The city with the highest vacancy rate 
Was Sudbury. Ont., with 9 2 per cent of its 
apartments unrented 

The figures- applied only to privately- 
owned rental apartments (condominiums 
were not included) in buildings containing six 
or more suites, a release accompanying the 
statistics said. 

TTie June rate in Victoria was "only frac¬ 
tionally higher than in December, 1973," 


when the lowest vacancy rate for the city 
was recorded since CMHC began conducting 
its apartment vacancy surveys in 1963, the 
release added. 

The vacancy rate in December, 1973, 
stood at .3 per cent. 

The survey showed 17,017 apartments in 
the Victoria metropolitan area at the end of 
June, with another 1.500 units under con¬ 
struction. 

Broken down by area, the statistics 
showed the Langford-View Royal area with 
the fewest, vacancies. In tact, according to 
the figures, there was not a single apartment 
available for rent in the area. 

Esquimalt had the most vacancies (.8 per 
cent), followed by Victoria city (.6 per cent), 
Sidney (.5 per cent), Saanich (.3 per cent) 
and Oak Bay (.1 per cent).

Ear the next 12 months, the 
products permitted into Cana¬ 
da will be 82,835 head of live 
cattle weighing 700 pounds or 
more for slaughter within 90 
day* of Importation and 125.8 
million pound* of fresh and 
frozen beef and \ea). 


The trade department said 
in a news release that imports 
in any quarter are not to ex¬ 
ceed 30 per cent of the annual 
quotas. For the balance of the 
quarter ending Sept. 30, the 
quotas are 11.183 cattle for 
slaughter and 16 99 million 
pounds of fresh and frozen 
beef and \eal. 


The quotas do not apply, 
however, to importation of up 
to 20 pounds of fresh or frozen 
beef and veal by individual* 
for personal use. As well, 
there are no restrictions on 
cooked or cured beef and veal 
or offal such as hearts, liver*, 
kidney* and tongue*.

He plans to build the 
biggest refinery in Canada, a 
3U0.000-barrel-a-day monster, 
a half-mile away, and another 
200.000-barrel-a-day refinery 
at Point Melford, N.S., on the 
Canso Strait. 

Shaheen is president and 
principal owner of Shaheen 
Natural Resources, both a 
holding and operating com¬ 
pany with worldwide inter¬ 
ests. The father of three chil¬ 
dren. the 58-year-old refiner 
started in the oil business 28 
years ago after a career in 
public relations in Illinois. 

His interests also include 
small refineries in Arkansas 
and California and three radio 
and TV stations. 

He is spending an estimated 
$20 million on a New York 
evening newspaper, the New 
York Press, which will be the 
first major fully-automated 
newspaper in the United 
States. It is due to begin pub¬ 
lication early next year. 

The multi - millionaire oil- 
fan hasn’t announced his 
Asian plans yet. but he says 
the refinery will 1 be “a very 
big one ’ 

Shaheen makes no bones 
about his pro-Canadian feel¬ 
ing*. . 

“As a matter of fact, pni a 
great admirer and frankly a 
lover of the Canadian system, 
or I wouldn’t be pushing it so 
aggressively the invest¬ 
ment pattern we’ve followed 
in Canada." he said during in¬ 
terviews at his Park Avenue 
headquarters. 

“We could be putting our 
money elsewhere. You have 
to believe in it and love it in 
order to do it.” 

But he regrets that national¬ 
istic feelings of Canadians are 
being promoted to turn the 
country toward what he be¬ 
lieves is isolationism. He 
blames politicians and chau¬ 
vinists on college campuses 
for advocating “narrow, isola¬ 
tionist" policies. 

Shaheen doesn't Tault Cana¬ 
dians for trying to protect 
their way of life from the 
inroads of foreign influence. 

“Canada always does a 
great job of running her own 
affairs." he said And Canadi¬ 
ans are righi in protecting 
their culture and businesses 
from United State* domina¬ 
tion 

He warns, however, that 
there are inherent dangers in 
the 'narrow provincialism" 
the Canadian people are at¬ 
tempting to follow. 

Canadians are building a 
“China wall'’ around them¬ 
selves with their “expropria¬ 
tion tactics." he said.

The three-page pamphlet 
outlines the qualifications nec¬ 
essary for getting benefits, 
then goes on to offer tips on 
“staying on claim”: 

• To continue drawing ben¬ 
efits. workers must conduct 
an active job search. 

This means canvassing em¬ 
ploy ers on an “almost daily 
basis”. even though the 
chances of getting a job are 
slim, the pamphlet says. It 
advises keeping a list of em¬ 
ployers contacted, with a note 
of the date each was contact¬ 
ed. 

• To avoid disquali¬ 
fication, workers should not 
place restrictions on their job 
search, the pamphlet warns. 

This means not placing re¬ 
strictions on job locations, 
working hours, type of job or 
wages. 

• In a section detailing the 
mechanics of the interviews 
with UIC or Canada Man¬ 
power officials, the pamphlet 
warns against signing state¬ 
ments or being deceived into 
making statements which 
could result in disquali¬ 
fication. 

“You are not required to 
sign any statements." the 
pamphlet says.

"But at least national posi¬ 
tions have been outlined." 
Munro said "National delega¬ 
tions can now go home with 
all the position papers pre¬ 
sented to them and prepare to 
re-convene in Vienna next 
year.”

LONDON (UPT* The 
British government has gone 
to court to get the Wallies of 
Wessex out of their wigwams 
at Stonehenge, the country’s 
famous stone-age monument 

Round one went to the Wal¬ 
lies and further court action 
was postponed until Monday 

The Wallies of Wessex are a 
religious group led by Wally 
Hope, 26, who wears a Cypriot 
soldier’s uniform and says the 
ancient stone circle “is as 
holy to us as Jerusalem or 
Mecca.’-’ 

The Druids, another reli¬ 
gious sect, gather at Stone¬ 
henge on the longest day of 
the year to watch the sun rise 
over a scries of carefully 
aligned standing stones. 

The Druids arc commonly 
thought to have built Stone¬ 
henge 4.500 years ago but ar¬ 
cheologists say the monu¬ 
ments are far older than the 
Druids 

This year the Wallies of 
Wessex joined the Druids at 
the sunrise service but when 


the Druids left, 60 Wallies 
stayed behind. 

They have been living in 
wigwams camped outside the 
stone circle but within the 
monument’s precincts since 
June 21. 

“We are known as Wallies 
to contuse the authorities." 
Hope said "We believe in 
peace and love We abhor 
drugs and free sex 
He said his 60 followers 
were worshipping various 
gods during their Stonehenge 
sojourn. These included the 
sun. the environment. Buddha 
and the mystic poet of the 
Sioux Indian tribe, Ogbolala. 

Each morning the Wallies 
hoist a large fed flag over 
their encampment. The envi¬ 
ronment department thinks 
they have hoisted it too often 
The department went to 
court Saturday to secure a 
possession order for the land 
the Wallies occupy Action 
wa? postponed to allow rhe 
W allies to find a lawyer 
l^ecal arguments will centre 


on the provisions under which 
Stonehenge belongs to Britain 
A man bought the land at an 
auction in 1915 and lef’ it to 
rhe nation.

THE TRADERS 
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Anglers lured by escapism, not salmon 


The 400.000 British Columbia 
•ports salmon fishermen are 
more interested in escapism, 
relaxation and out-of-doors 
enjoyment than they are in 
catching salmon. The actual 
harvesting and catching of 
salmon is relatively unim¬ 
portant to most of them. 

At least that is the conclu¬ 
sion of a federal fisheries 
study made on the dimensions 
of a salt water fishing trip 
and what people look for in 
a fishing trip besides fishing. 

'Hie report opines "a mini¬ 
mum supply of fish, sufficient 
to allow sport fishing is of 
course necessary. Trade-offs 
between increases in the sup¬ 
ply of fish, sufficient to allow 
sport fishijtg is of course ne¬ 
cessary. Trade-offs between 
increases in the supply of 
fish beyond this minimum 
and opiwrtunities to augment 
the supply of other satisfac¬ 
tion-generating (omponrnts 
need to lie carefully evalua¬ 
ted.” 

It backs up that opinion 
with the startling statement 
that “88 per cent of the sur¬ 
veyed fishermen were seek¬ 
ing satisfactions unrelated to 
the catching or eating of 
fish.” 

It adds: "Consequently, 
fisheries managers who con¬ 
centrate their energies exclu¬ 
sively on the supply of fish 
can be said to be managing 
fish production, but they will 
certainly not be managing 
sport fish recreation.” 

For many years I had been 
of the considered opinion that 
the federal fisheries attitude 
was to give the sports salmon 
fishermen as few fish as pos¬ 
sible. But. in recent years I 
have noticed a marked change 
in that apparent attitude and 
sports fishermen have become 
a recognized and important 
part of the economic picture. 

Happily, it appears the new 
study won’t change that new 
outlook.

about the findings re import¬ 
ance of fish. We continue to 
think increased population,” 
assured southern operations 
manager Dick Cnouter in a 
letter to me when he sent 
along the report of the sjiorts 
fishing study. 

That was a relief 

Maybe, as the report says: 
“Sports fishinrg represents an 
ideal outlet for the frustrations 
modem living in that it pro¬ 
duces multiple benefits with 
few social costs." but it sure 
is nice to catch a salmon once 
in awhile . . . even a sports 
limit occasionally. 

And this year Vancouver 
Island sports salmon fisher¬ 
men are liming a 
partially because of the ini¬ 
tial success of the new Capi- 
lano hatchery, designed to im¬ 
prove Gulf of Georgia salmon 
fishing. Giho, by the thou¬ 
sands are now homing in on 
the Capitano the first re¬ 
turn since it was built and 
all those fish are passing 
through Gulf of Georgia wa¬ 
ters. And sf>orts fishermen are 
catching them like crazy. 

Another hatchery is under 
construction on Cold River, 
a tributary of Vancouver Is¬ 
land’s Quinsam-Campbell Ri¬ 
ver system. 

Sports salmon fishing suc¬ 
cess is approaching new hori¬ 
zons and we certainly wouldn't 
want to see a let-up on efforts 
to increase catch success, 
based on reasoning from this 
report. 

However the rcjK»rt does 
raise many interesting points. 

It looks at the variety of 
satisfactions which fishermen 
look for in a fishing trip. 

The survey was conducted 
by one interviewer who re¬ 
gularly visited the marinas, 
docks and launching ramps 
alonig the cast coast of Van¬ 
couver Island from Nanaimo 
to Cowichan Bay in the sum¬ 
mer of 1973. Sports fishermen 
wore personally interviewed 
when they came ashore after 
a fishing trip. In addition, the 
interviewer cruised among the 
Gulf Islands surveying fisher¬ 
men in their boats while 
docked or at anchor. 

Actually the study covered 
Vancouver Island’s least fish¬ 
ed area and the Gulf Islands 
pleasure cruising waters. 

Available statistics showed 
a KO per cent increase in 
sports fishing effort from 
19H0 to 1972 and a decline in 
catch per boat-day from 1.3 
in 19B4 to 1.1 in 1972. 

'Hie problem appealed clear 


a steady, substantial in¬ 
crease in effort, a variable 
•but slight increase in total an¬ 
nual catch, and a declining 
catch per boat-day. 

The traditional solution 
would seem to lie. says the 
report, to increase stocks of 
salmon sports species coho 
and chinook hy a combina¬ 
tion of hatcheries, spawning 
channels, or commercial fish¬ 
ing restrictions. 

“However, the cost of such 
programs in terms of actual 
outlays and foregone earnings 
in the commercial fishery is 
substantial. In fact, even if 
i-tRwnF frot an important 
factor, the problem has be¬ 
come too complex to yield to 
this type of solution,” says 
the report. 

Back to sports fishing satis¬ 
faction, the report notes 
“growing populations and in¬ 
dustry pressures have acted 
to reduce many of the satis¬ 
factions inherent in a fishing 
trip. In fact, it is |>ossibIe that 
sport fishing activities may 
become so hectic that they 
will no longer provide a 
change of pace from day-to- 
day urban living.” 

In the study 524 anglers 
named their motives for their 
fishing trip from a selected 
list of reasons and they gave 
an average of 2.4 reasons. 

Some 290 ( 22 3 per «en»» 
listed "to lie outdoors”; 230 
f 18 per cent) listed “to take ii 
easy and get rid of tensions" 
166 (13.1 per cent! listed “to 
eat fresh fish”: 153 (12.1 i»er 
cent) wanted “a change from 
working pressures." 

Surprisingly only 126 <9.9 
per cent) said they sought 
“the experience of a catch.” 
Only 23 and.21 said they went 
fishing because "there was 
good fishing available” or 
“fair fishing available.” 

Certainly this year, when 
there are plenty of salmon 
available, and fantastically 
increased spirts fishing activ¬ 
ity as a result, there would br- 
different answers to any study 
made now', iw'ist year, fishing 
was so had on Vancouver Is¬ 
land’s east coast that those 
who went fishing held little 
hopes ofcalohing a salmon 

The 1973 study noted “morp 
than 80 per cent of the pri¬ 
mary motivations for fishing 
trips are not directly related 
to the activity of fishing. The 
most often cited primary mo¬ 
tive was to take it. easy ” 


Another interesting conclu¬ 
sion was that anglers who 
were primarily 1 motivated by 
the nature aspects (to be out¬ 
doors, solitude, to enjoy the 
scenery) of spirts fishing 
were the most successful fi¬ 
shermen, averaging 1.7 fish 
1 *m* boat and 56 per cent of 
them considering the fishing 
to lie cither average or g< hkI. 

The next most successful 
group in terms of catch per 
boat were those motivated by 
escapism (search for a 
change in daily routine, to es¬ 
cape growing demands of civ¬ 
ilization, to take it easy and 
get rid of tensions, change 
from working or home pres¬ 
sures, to do something dif¬ 
ferent) and averaged 1 59 fish 
l>er boat and 51 per cent of 
them evaluated the fishing as 
either average or good.

The 400.000 British Columbia 
■ports salmon fishermen are 
more interested in escapism, 
relaxation and out-of-doors 
enjoyment than they are in 
catching salmon. The actual 
harvesting and catching of 
salmon is relatively unim¬ 
portant to most of them. 

At least that is the conclu¬ 
sion of a federal fisheries 
study made on the dimensions 
of a salt water fishing trip 
and what people look for in 
a fishing trip besides fishing. 

The report opines "a mini¬ 
mum supply of fish, sufficient 
to allow sport fishing is of 
course necessary. Trade-offs 
between increases in the sup¬ 
ply of fish, sufficient to allow 
sport fishing is of course ne¬ 
cessary. Trade-offs between 
increases in the supply of 
fish beyond this minimum 
and opportunities to augment 
the supply of other satisfac¬ 
tion-generating components 
need to he carefully evalua¬ 
ted.” 

It hacks up that opinion 
with the startling statement 
that “88 per cent of the sur¬ 
veyed fishermen were seek¬ 
ing satisfactions unrelated to 
the catching or eating of 
fish." 

It adds: “Consequently, 
fisheries managers who con¬ 
centrate their energies exclu¬ 
sively on the supply of fish 
can be said to be managing 
fish production, but they will 
certainly not he managing 
sport fish recreation.” 

For many years I had liecn 
of the considered opinion that 
the federal fisheries attitude 
was to give the sports salmon 
fishermen as few fish as pos¬ 
sible.

QUEBEC <CPt A visit in 
the myriad tiny communities 
along the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, east of 
Quebec City, can be likened 
to a step backward in time 
With image-evoking names 
such as Beauport, Boischatel 
and L’Ange Gardien. the 
towns follow in unending 
succession with only the road 
signs at Their boundaries in 
differentiate them 
The cnmmunities hug his- 
toric Highway 15. which Gen 
eral W'ojfr used as a supply 
link in hi« troops encircling 
ihe base of Cap Diamant, lav¬ 
ing siege to the city in the 
spring and summer of 1759 
Previous efforts In unload 
ihe ships within range of Gen 
eral Montcalm's cannon 
proved disastrous. 

The towns can he reached 
easily from any maior Quebec 
Gity. landmark, for example 
Ihe Chateau Frontenac, hv 
simply following the Highway

Although a major four-lane 
artery was built in the 1960s 
on the banks of the St.

NAIROBI (Reuteri — In a 
tall tower block in the centre 
of Nairobi, a group of men 
are working to prevent man 
from destroying his planet. 

Occupying offices on 14 
floors of the Jomo Kenyatta 
Conference Centre w+iich 
dominates the city, is the 
headquarters of the United 
Nations Environment Pro¬ 
gram (UNEP) — otherwise 
known as Earthwatch. 

Organized at the Stockholm 
conference on the human en¬ 
vironment two years ago this 
month. UNEP is just entering 
into its first action phase 
after organizing itself and 
considering its priorities 
With a budget of 518 million 
for 1971. Executive Director 
Maurice Strong. Canadian oil 
millionaire in charge of the 
program, has drawn up a list 
of the most pressing problems 
and is sending UNEP study 
groups into the field to get on 
w'ith the job. 

"Twenty years from now 
our implementation of the 
Earthwatch system will be 
Lx>ked at as one of the major 
accomplishments of this era 
in human history,’’ Strong 
said. 

Earthwatch specifically 
I refers to one of UNEP's proi- 
i eels the global monitoring 
of pollution and environ- 
| mental information which will 
form the basis for a giant sys- - 
tern for exchanging informa- 
i tion. 

•‘Only if we know what is 
happening in the world and 
can put those who have prob¬ 
lems in touch with those who 
know the answers will we j 
even begin to tackle the 
! world’s environment prob- ■. 
lems,” said a UNEP official 

Strong has drawn up a for¬ 
midable list of UNEP’s tar¬ 
gets. They include halting the 
spread of deserts and drought 
particularly critical in Atri- 
1 ca at the moment protect- 
ing the seas from pollution, 
methods of non-hazardous 
pest control, a workable ener¬ 
gy program for the develop¬ 
ing world and registration and 
I control of dangerous indus- 
l trial waste, including nuclear 
j byproducts. 

Strong said even this list is j 
only a superficial start to the | 
world’s problem and UNEP’s \ 
major task is to bring a fun- f 


damental change in human 
values which have brought 
the world face to face with its 
own destruction.

MOSCOW When a for¬ 
eigner leaves the Soviet Union 
after 30 months of trying to 
fathom it* mysteries, a single 
question clings persistently in 
his mind: What are they 
afraid of?

If the Soviet people are 
truly following a remarkable 
formula that creates an atmo¬ 
sphere for life superior to all 
others, why does the Kremlin 
work ^Kjward to isolate its 
people other ideas and

If ^yffie Soviet people are 
tYijly so happy, so free from 
the terrible scourges of unem¬ 
ployment. inflation, hunger, 
disease and inadequate hous¬ 
ing, why must the guards at 
all frontiers spend as much 
time and effort keeping citi¬ 
zens inside their own eoufitry 
as they do keeping unwanted 
foreigners outside? 

If the Soviet people are re¬ 
ally^ in the vanguard of all 
peace-loving people in the 
world, why does the Kremlin 
maintain the world's largest 
army and continue to spend 
incredible sums of its limited 
capital to expand and im¬ 
prove its huge stock of super¬ 
destructive weapons? 

If the Soviet Union has 
made such tremendous 
progress in its 57-year history, 
doubling, tripling and more 
the economic base of old Rus¬ 
sia. why at this point is the 
Kremlin turning to the capi¬ 
talists for money, technology, 
advice and merchandise? 

The shortest answer to all 
the questions is that the Sovi¬ 
et Union has failed to achieve 
nearly all of its claimed 
successes and is paranoically 
afraid that more and more of i 
its own people, as well as 1 
those in the rest of the world, j 
will learn the truth. 

This is what the Kremlin 
propagandists mean when

Why do Russians suffer 
frightful shortages of good 
clothing, shoes and appli¬ 
ances: why is it only now that 
the second biggest economy in 
the world can begin pnxiucing 
cars in large numbers? Well, 
they say, the war did terrible 
damage to our country, and 
no one else in Europe suffered 
or paid reparations to Mos¬ 
cow. 

Why can’t Russians read 
Solzhenitsyn? Why can't they 
see Western newspapers or 
magazines? 

In a recent conversation, a 
newcomer to Moscow asked 
Dr. Andrei Sakharov, the Rus¬ 
sian academician who re¬ 
ceived a record three Orders 
of I>enin before his political 
views forced him out of the 
world of physics, how Soviet 
scientists * ** 4 u;e able to make 
the breakthroughs they had 
achieved despite the political 
controls. 

‘‘What breakthroughs?" 
Sakharov replied. “Since the 
Second World War there have 
been no significant 
breakthroughs in Soviet 
science. For every imjiortant 
scientific paper published by 
a Soviet there are 30 pub¬ 
lished in America." 


As for his own work in de¬ 
veloping the Soviet, hydrogen 
bomb, Sakharov does not con¬ 
sider that a scientific ad¬ 
vance. 

It is that development and 
all the other developments of 
bigger, more terrible, more 
efficient weapons in the Soviet 
and American arsenals that 
make political detente the 


first priority in world politics. 

Rut it- is the secrecy, para¬ 
noia and fears of the Soviet 
lexers that make true de¬ 
tente difficult to achieve. 
They claim, of course, the 
capitalists want to overturn 
the revolution, to destroy all 
its advances, and for that rea¬ 
son they must maintain their 
strong internal and external 
security controls. 


Rut ih^Ns is probably no 
group of people in the world 
that wants peace more than 
the Russians and the 100 other 
nationalities wrapped up in 
the huge Soviet Union. If they 
had a free choice, they would 
reduce defence spending by 
billions of rubles and spend 
the money on producing de¬ 
cent clothing, homes, appli¬ 
ances and food. 


If they had free access to 
information from the rest of 
the world, they might real¬ 
ize that no one in the West 
wants to invade the Soviet 
Union. If they had free con¬ 


tact with Westerners, they 
would see how their lives 
have been deprived and they 
would find out how'much they 
have in common with other 
peace-loving people. 


They might even ask why 
the bars have been kept up 
for so long. 

And that is what the people 
in the Kremlin are really 
afraid of.

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Yukon Village’ fosters love for homeless 


While thousands of ('anadi- 
iins send money all over the 
world U> support needy chil¬ 
dren, many remain unaware 
of the plight of some of Cana¬ 
da's own children who are 
destitute, homeless and hel|>- 
iess. 

The problem -isn’t confined 
to any single region. IhjI in 
the Yukon Territory especial¬ 
ly there is a disproportionate¬ 
ly large and continually 
growing — number of chil¬ 
dren who are illegitimate, 
abandoned or from broken 
homes. 

There, as in the rest of Can¬ 
ada. society’s answer is to 
shuffle them among foster 
homes, detention centres or 
government institutions. 

And too often, rn the ab¬ 
sence of family lova and sta¬ 


bility, these children grow 
tip to hecome the drug ad¬ 
dicts. the alcoholics, the cri¬ 
minals. 

In Whitehorse, the Yukon's 
capital, there is a project un- 
derway which is attempting to 
give these children what they 
need before it is too late a 
normal, happy and permanent 
home environment. 

The project, run by a non¬ 
profit society of Yukon resi¬ 
dents. is called the Yukon 
Youth Centre A Village for 
Children. 

In a brochure describing the 
project, manager John Kvans 
says “the whole purpose of 
the village is to be a preven¬ 
tive measure so that children 
from broken homes, aban¬ 
doned children and illegiti¬ 
mate children don't end up in 


detention homes, correctional 
institutions and eventuall> 
prisons." 

These children aie growing 
in number year after year. 
Kvans says, and one cannot 
expect them to Income well- 
adjusted members of society 
, when they are put in large in¬ 
stitutions with little personal 
attention. 

“When are we going to reat- 
i/.e that the inside of a child 
the emotional adjustment 
and development is much 
more important than just giv¬ 
ing them a roof over their 
heads and material comforts'.’ 

"It is far tietter to live in a 
shack full of love than in a 
mansion of emptiness. " 
Evans tielieves 

Children can be admitted to 
the village at any age fr »m 


infancy to 14. and they stay 
there until they are old 
enough to be on iheir own 
or until their own parents 
have proved their ability to 
offer a healthy, sec ure home 
env imnment. 

Kvans. who himself grew up 
in a troubled home and spent 
time in prison, says the. vil¬ 
lage now has four houses on a 
tHP-arrr site He ho|ies even¬ 
tually to have about It) houses 
eac h for a family of seven 
to nine children. 

At the head of the family is 
a childless married couple or 
a housemother with male and 
female assistants, known to 
the children as aunt and 
uncle. 

When the housemother is 
ready to retire. I-vans says, 
the village will build her a 


home on the site and she be¬ 
comes the grandmother <>f her 
family. 

And when the children lie- 
come old enough to tie on 
their own. the village will 
assist them in continuing their 
education or vocation. The vil¬ 
lage remains a place they can 
always come home Id. Kvans -I 
says 

While liv ing at'the village 
the'c hildren are in no way 
segregated from the commu¬ 
nity." he adds. "They go to 
local schools and get involved 
in local activities jusl like any 
family down the block.” 

Kvans |ioints out that tip. 
sides offering a happy, stable 
family atmosphere, the vil¬ 
lage also helps die child avoid 
living with the stigma of his 
background. 


"What child wants to be 
known as a welfare or foster 
child, abandoned or illegiti¬ 
mate'’ The village accepts all 
children and teaches them to 
ac cept their background, not 
as something shameful hut as 


something that ran lie learned 
from. 

"Love and a stable home 
environment do wonders." 

The Yukon Youth Centre so¬ 
ciety which operates the vil¬ 
lage is -supported by dona¬ 
tions, mostly from people who 


have pledged $1 a month for 
honorary membership in the 
society. 

Kvans says he welcomes do¬ 
nations. or inquiries, from 
Vancouver Island residents, 
wiio may write him at Box 
4331.

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Sea cadets^ wrenettes ripe for rescue role 


B.v PAT MURPHY 

Speaking in support of an 
Oak Bay resolution present¬ 
ed June to the annual 
convention of the Canadian 
Federation of Mayors and 
Municipalities in Winnipeg, 
Aid. John Goult described air- 
sea search and rescue facili¬ 
ties in the Greater Victoria 
area as the "soft spot" in the 
. Vancouver Island operation 
and "criminally inadequate." 

The resolution, which re¬ 
ceived overwhelming support 
at the conference, called for 
compensation for time and ef¬ 
fort spent by marina opera¬ 
tors and commercial boatmen 
who were forced to help in 
emergencies. 

Mayor Brian Smith,'of Oak 
Bay. said Maritime Command 
Pacific reported 2,031 calls for 
help were handled last year 
by its base at Comox. Se¬ 
venty-five per cent of these 
were for marine incidents and 
two-thirds involved pleasure 
craft. > 

The command did not have 
the money to do the job prop¬ 
erly and sometimes had to 
rely on assistance from the 
U.S. coast guard, the mayor 
said 

In another newspaper story, 
Major Victor Keating, infor¬ 
mation officer at CFB Esqui¬ 
mau. said it was not national 
defence department policy to 
reimburse private boat 
owners for out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses incurred in rescuing 
small boats in distress. 

The answer to this problem 
may well lie in the question: 
"Why not call in the naval 
reserve and the sea cadets?"

CFB Esquimau, Is the Naval 
.Reserve Training Centre - - a 
centre which gives a course of 
study combining academic 
desk work and an active sea 
program in mine sweepers, 
harbor gate vessels, tenders 
and tugs to several hundred 
young men and women, many 
of them university students, 
for periods of from 12 to 16 
weeks from May to Sep¬ 
tember — months when 
tourist sea traffic is at its 
heaviest. 

Strong motivation, a sense 
of direction, and the need to 
he recognized in the perform¬ 
ance of a useful service must 
be provided for members of 
this volunteer force if their 
dedication is to Ik* main¬ 
tained. 

The command of the train¬ 
ing centre is keenly aware of 
this and also of the assigned 
long-range role of the naval 
reserve. Preparation for a 
more active and useful role in 
the civilian sphere fisheries 
patrol, reconnaisance. pollu¬ 
tion control and search and 
rescue. 

HMCS Quadra. Sea Cadet 
Camp at Comox, through 
which some 1.500 youngsters 
from all over Canada are fun¬ 
nelled each summer, has for 
years played an important 
part in the search and rescue 
operations over 3000 square 
miles of sea adjacent lo the 
camp. 


During 1973, among the 
scores of calls answered by 
the harbor vessels and tugs 
used in sea training at 
Quadra, there were 31 in¬ 
cidents in which real help was 
given. This included towing 
disabled boats, helping yachts 
and pleasure vessels off reefs 
and rocks, engine and me¬ 
chanical break-down repairs, 
fires at sea, first aid and res¬ 
cuing and redirecting lost 
navigators. 

Sea Cadet camp, Esqui¬ 
mau, Is this year taking an 
active part in the search and 
rescue program and prepara¬ 
tions are under way to Imple¬ 
ment a small ship program 
and put cadets’ training in 
navigation, seamanship and 
boat-handling to practical use. 

Commands of the naval re¬ 
serve and the two sea cadet 
camps are eager to expand 
the potential of trained and 
eager young people anxious to 
assist in an emergency. 

In addition to the service 
they could provide, they see 
the combined sqa cadet-naval 
reserve operation as an op¬ 
portunity of training young 
men and women from early 
teenage through to adulthood. 

Highly-trained youths would 
not then he lost to the service 
on their emergence from sea 
cadet-wrenette status but 
would go on to the naval re¬ 
serve Where their training 
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would he intensified on more 
sophisticated equipment. 

During three summers with 
the sea cadet movement on 
the West Coast, and onf with 
the naval reserve training 
centre at Esquimau, I have 
encountered a condition which 
seems to he declining in the 
regular forces these days. 

It is enthusiasm, zest for • 
the .job, a sense of ad vend ire 
and an acceptance of dis¬ 
cipline. 

They keep watches under 
sail and power in all 
weathers, they master obsta¬ 
cle courses, plow through and 
camp in dense bush on out¬ 
door survival trips and. on 
some volunteer leadership 
courses, are subjected to 
tough treatment which paral¬ 
lels commando training. 

It has long been realized by 
people in Canadian forces, 
with perhaps die exception of 
a few hardnosed shellbacks, 
that the military, if 1 it is to 
flourish or perhaps even sur¬ 
vive. must make itself useful 
in civilian areas. 

It is also known that if it is 
lo recruit from today’s eco¬ 
logy-minded young people, it 
must move into their spheres 
of interest. By so doing, of 
course, if becomes relevant to 
the whole conservation-mind¬ 
ed ton text of the country. 

With this in mind, pollution 
control, flood control, fish¬ 
eries patrol and recon¬ 
naisance and search and res¬ 
cue activities have, or should 
l>e. designated as arpas of in¬ 
terest for the naval reserve 
and sea cadet movement. 

If the sea training plans of 
the two sea cadet camps 
• could be expanded and the po¬ 
tential of the naval reserve 
explored and amplified, then

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Labor code tried and King found wanting

Summer dog-days in Vic¬ 
toria have produced their 
share of weird and wonderful 
happenings. But never more 
weird and wonderful, I sus¬ 
pect, that the convolutions of 
the NDP government during 
the past week when trying to 
extricate itself from a situa¬ 
tion of its own making. 

As a starter, wooing erst¬ 
while friends in labor, the 
new code governing the right 
of people in essential services 
to strike was drafted, over the 
warnings of other friends and 
critics. The ramifications 
were obvious but ignored. 


The first real test of the 
new legislation permitting 
policemen, firemen, nurses 
and other essential workers to 
w alk off the job came when 
nurses of the province decided 
to pull tlie pin as they reject¬ 
ed their latest wage increase 
offer. 

Labor Minister William 
King viewed that danger with 
proper alarm, appealed to the 
nurses to go the compulsory 
arbitration route, and* the 
nurses, kind souls that they 
are, complied. 

The crisis was over. Tempo¬ 
rarily. 

Last week close to 3U0 tire- 
fighters in four Lower Main¬ 
land municipalities, afier 


seven months of haggling at 
the bargaining table, decided 
to exercise their new rights 
under the labor code. 

In Coquitlam, North Van¬ 
couver, Delta and Richmond 
they stashed away their hoses 
and brass-polishing rags and 
headed for the fishing grounds 
or the picket lines. Their com¬ 
munities were left unprotect¬ 
ed. 

King again viewed the situ¬ 
ation with concern, but also 
with confidence. After all, he 
had teetered to the brink with 
the nurses and those angels of 
mercy had responded quickly 
to* his plea for reason and 
binding arbitration. 

The firemen were not so co¬ 


operative, nor so conscience- 
bound. 

King's telegram to the 
strikers called for an immedi¬ 
ate return to work because 
“strike action by members of 
your union imperils the life 
and safety of citizens in your 
respective municipalities.” It 
was an appeal to deaf ears 
and the firefighters let him 
know their feelings in no un¬ 
certain terms, flatly rejecting 
his plea. 

They had the right to strike 
and they were determined 10 
exercise that right. More lhan 
that, their right to strike had 
been soundly defended on .sev¬ 
eral” occasions by King and 


his cabinet colleagues. Battle 
was joined, Avith the odds fir¬ 
mly stacked against the gov¬ 
ernment. This was one fight 
they could not win. 

The petard had been placed 
in position by tiie government 
and King was now hoist by it, 
and hoist high and tight. 

In the late afternoon of 
Wednesday all available cabi¬ 
net ministers, seven of them, 
huddled or paced in King’s of¬ 
fice as they tried to figure cut 
how they could take away 
from the firefighters what 
they had so earnestly given 
them only a few months. be¬ 
fore 

Late afternoon drifted int<» 
evening and, around B:15 


Tough action on firemen’s strike 
far cry from last fall’s debate 


It's October ‘26, 1973 and th»» 
B.C. Legislature is well into 
its fall session. The debate 
that day: Section 73 of the 
Labor Code of British Colum¬ 
bia Act. 

The same basic topic catl¬ 
ing the Legislature into emer¬ 
gency session at 5 p.m 
August 9, 1974. 

What did they say 10 
months ago? What was the 
government’s position on the 
proposal to amend Section 73 
to provide employers of men 
and women in essential ser¬ 
vices the right to call for 
binding arbitration when a ne- 
g o t i a t i n g deadlock was 
reached? 

What did the opposition 
have to say? What did the 
government backbenchers 
reply ? 

Hansard key 

Hansard for October 26, 
1973 holds the key. 

David Anderson, leader of 
the Liberals, arguing for' 
amendments to provide em¬ 
ployers the same rights the 
new Act provided employees: 
“Now I know that it’s easy 
enough for us to pass legisla¬ 
tion and say: ‘Oh, well of 
course we are going to give 
firefighters and policemen 
and hospital workers the right 
to strike.’ 

“It’s pretty simple in ab¬ 
stract to say that. But we 
know that in actual practice, 
if such a situation occurred, 
the government would bring 
in emergency legislation on 
the floor of the Legislature 
and that right tojfcrike would 
he snuffed out lilcfc a candle 
in a high wind. It wouldn't 
exist.” 

Resolve dispute 

William King, Minister of 
Labor: “The provision here 
allows the employees to elect 
to resolve their dispute either 
by the collective bargaining 
process or by compulsory ar¬ 
bitration. It's been my experi¬ 
ence that the firemen, cer¬ 
tainly, have indicated a pref¬ 
erence for a systerp of arbitra¬ 
tion to resolve their disputes. 
Now this is available to them 
at their own discretion. I 
think it’s unrealistic and un¬ 
acceptable to suggest, though, 
that workers, whether they 
are firemen, policemen or 
hospital workers or indeed 
any other group, should for¬ 
feit the right to strike at 
the discretion of management 
particularly when the man¬ 
agement has no equivalent 
right in effect to lock opt in 
this kind of situation. So I 
oppose the amendment." 

ISo disruption 

James Chabot, Social Credit 
anl former labor minister: 
“It’s a reasonable amend¬ 
ment. It’s an amendment that 
ensures that we won’t have

disruption in the areas that, 
have been clearly identified 
as essential service areas in 
the province. 

“However, because of cer¬ 
tain circumstances that might 
develop in a dispute between 
these various groups and 
management, they might not 
opt to go that route. Then 
what is the procedure? Is the 
procedure that we call the Le¬ 
gislature together? Which can 
be very inconvenient to the 
public ... I think we must be 
realistic about this, that basi¬ 
cally these people do not have 
the right to strike. Because if 
we spell it out here, which we 
have done, they have been 
given the right to strike. They 
might not .opt to strike, but 
they might opt to strike. If 
they do opt to strike then it's 
quite obvious that we as legis¬ 
lators would not tolerate that 
kind of situation.” 

Same price 

David Barbell, premier 
“You can't treat t>eople, just 
because they are nurses or 
doctors yes, doctors, too; 
and f won’t say lawyers 
just because they are nurses, 
or doctors, or firefighters as 
if they are something sepa¬ 
rate. They pay the same price 
for a loaf of bread or a quart 
of milk as everyone else. 

“This is a bargaining de¬ 
vice. This party believes in 
people as human beings and 
we are suggesting that as 
human beings, regardless of 
their vocations in life they be 
given the right to speak on 
the basis of equals. If we are 
wrong, Mr. Chairman, then 
our faith in human behavior 
will be proven wrong. Bui we 
believe in people. We believe 
that people are responsible; 
they do have common sense 
and will respond to equal 
rights with equal responsi¬ 
bility.” 

Scott Wallace, leader of the

Progressive Conservative 
party: "I said it yesterday 
and I stand by it and this 
party certainly believes it 
very strongly that there 
are certain segments of soci-'A 
ety who should not have tiie 
right to strike (Wallace was 
interrupted during his speech 
by Pr« \ i n «• i a 1 Secretary 
Ernest Hall.) He replied: 
“Oh. are you saying that they 
unquestionably have the right 
to and you approve <»f x 
that 1 take it? The. govern¬ 
ment believes that fire¬ 
fighters, policemen and hospi¬ 
tal workers should have the 
right to strike. Is that what 
you are saying Mr. Provincial 
Secretary? 

Hall answered: “Read the 
bill.” 

Slavery form • 

Colin (Iableman (NDP 
North Vancouver): “l agree 
with the minister of health 
(Dennis Cocke) that if you 
say to any group in society 
that you cannot slrike and 
you’re not allowed to leave 
your job collectively, then 
that is a form of slavery. It 
may not be a direct parallel 
to the kind of slavery that 
existed in die southern states, 
but it is a form of that slav¬ 
ery. 

“But Mr. Chairman, you do 
have the right to withdraw 
your services — you just don't 
have to go to work, Just don’t 
show up. In tact you can quit 
your job. The jx>int is that ev¬ 
eryone in this society has the 
right to strike, whether we 
enshrine it in the law' or not. 
You just don’t show up for 
wonk. And that’s the point." 

Gloom . doom 

Dennis Cocke, heulth min¬ 
ister: “All we hear oCer there 
is gloom and doom about 
these strikes and. so on and so 
forth. But at the same time, 
Mr. Chairman, did you note 
that among the arguments

what they have to contrib¬ 
ute. . . But the fact of the 
matter Is diat kind of amend¬ 
ment (to give employers die 
right to call for binding arbi¬ 
tration! would never he ac¬ 
ceptable on dus side of the 
house, and they know it.” 

King “We assert diat ev¬ 
eryone has die right to with¬ 
draw their labor, and we may 
disagree philosophically on 
diat Fine Well and good. But 
we have tried to provide oj»- 
tions. alternatives, to the use 
of that ultimate weajion and 
surely that's going to tie the 
test of whether we succeed or 
not.” 

Strike action 

Harold Steves (NDP—Rich¬ 
mond*! “With regard to giv¬ 
ing the essential services the 
right to go for arbitration. I 
think diey can judge these 
thines responsibly. And they 
would generally take the arbi¬ 
tration route rather than 
strike action. In fact I can’t 
foresee a group in essential 
services havin'.’ to strike when 
they do have the right to call 
for arbitration. They would be 
able to judge that in effect 
they inay be creating some 
problems if they do go out on 
strike. I don’t think anybody 
in essential services wants to 
do diat. I think they are re- 
si*onsible people and diat they 
can he trusted and that we 
should give them that trust.” 

The amendment to give em¬ 
ployers the right to call for 
binding arbitration was de¬ 
feated. And Friday afternoon 
Jhc Legislature, having ad- 
lournod on June 20 on the S9th 
day of a record-breaking sit- 
' ting, reconvened on day 90 to 
continue die debate started in 
October, 1973. 


p.m., King was loft by his 
friends to tell die assembled 
press that he would give die 
firemen until 9 p.m. to get 
back on the job. If they were 
not on duly by that time, he 
said, he would “recommend 
the calling of an emergency 
session of the legislature” to 
debate and settle the problem. 

'Hie firemen did not re¬ 
spond. 

At 9 p.m. the mini-cabinet 
tnet again, this time its ranks 
boosted by two other min¬ 
isters found somewhere in the 
legislative laybrnth. One and 
a half hours later they took a 
coffpe break, reconvening 
somewhat reluctantly at 11 
p.m. for another go-round. 

Resqyrces Minister Robert 
Williams said there were 
many ramifications to discuss 
before a decision could be 
made. I wonder about that. 
Surely the only decision to be 
made was whether or not to 
support King’s earlier r*iblic 
statement that the firefighters 
would be back on the job by 9 
p.m. or he'd recommend re¬ 
calling the, house to deal widi 
the matter. 

Not an easy decision 1 
admit. It never is easy to 
confess that what you were 
told would happen, has hap¬ 
pened, and that without help 
you are incapable of handling 
the problem. But, apart from 
those face-losing complica¬ 
tions, not a complicated deci¬ 
sion. 

Jl was finally made in the 
early hours of the morning 
when dejrnty provincial* secre¬ 
tary Lawrie Wallace was 
summoned to the meeting and 
charged with rounding up all 
the summer-scattered MLAs 
he could find for an emer¬ 
gency session scheduled for 5 
p.m. Thursday. 

'He stayed up all night on 
that task and, apart from a 
% mere handful of well-hidden 
legislators, had the vast ma¬ 
jority on their w r ay to Victoria 
before dawn. 

Thursday morning the fire¬ 
men, faced with an ugly bat¬ 
tle and heavy public censure 
in the legislature, decided 
they weren’t strong enough 
for such a fight and returned 


to their jobs. The special ses¬ 
sion* of the Legislature was 
cancelled within the hour of 
that news reaching King. 
Then, of course, the firemen 
struck again Thursday nighl, 
and once more the legislators 
were called back for a special 
session Friday. 

But the problem hasn't been 
settled, has it? Nor will it l<e 
until that bright but extreme¬ 
ly dangerous section of die 
labor code granting the right 
to strike to workers in essen¬ 
tial services is amended or 
removed from ihp statute 
books. 

King had thought, right-to 
the bitter moment of confron¬ 
tation, that he could live with 
it. He now knows, althcsjgh 
he’s not yet admitting it, that 
he can’t. 

Why did he initially cancel 
the special session when the 
bulk of recalled MLAs were 
already enroute to or in the 
capital! 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 


donald answers that question. 
"It was no longer necessary. 
A session to discuss the issues 
involved depends on events.” 

In other words put the bo¬ 
geyman back in the closet and 
maybe he’ll disappear, or at 
least never stick his head out 
again. But the bogeyman will 
not go away and he will, next 
week, next month, next year, 
pop out again. In fact, of 
<pU/e se, he popped out again 
the very next day. 

King knows, and his fellow 
privy council members know’, 
that tiie legislation must be 
change'd. They know that 
when they change it they will 
get a rough ride from the op¬ 
position and from or¬ 
ganized labor. 

It was weird but hot won¬ 
derful at the Legislature last 
week. And, sad to say, just 
another example of tsimbling 
by a group of sincere and 
well-meaning amateurs in the 
art of decisive government

Judge in song contest 
dies from bullet hail 


LOS ANGELES (UP1) 4 
Owen Brady, co-ordinator of 
the city music department 
and an organist with the l>os 
Angeles Philharmonic orches¬ 
tra, was found dying in his 
wrecked and burning au¬ 
tomobile Saturday, his body 
riddled with bullets. 

The mild-mannered, 51- 
year-old Brady was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 2:25 a.m. 
after police pulled his body 
from the car. 

Officers at first thought he 
had died of injuries and bums 
after the vehicle smashed into 
the wall of a school building 
in an area where the Ingle¬ 
wood district borders central 
Los Angeles. 

Further examination 
showed a number of gunshot 
wounds in the body. 

A homicide officer said it 
appeared Brady was wounded 
by someone in the car with 
him or by bullets fired from 
the street. 

In recent weeks, Brady had 
supervised a department 


study of amateur entries in a 
city contest to choose an of¬ 
ficial song for the City of Los 
Angeles. 

Brady and two colleagues in 
the music department listened 
to 329 entries for the song and 
were to report to the munici¬ 
pal arts department on Aug. 
22. They were instructed to 


narrow the finalisis down to 
the best 20 . 

Brady was in good spirits 
and wisecracking last week 
when talking to newsmen 
about the contest. 

“We hope to come up with 
something noteworthy, if you 
vvHl pardon the expression," 
Brady said.

Schreiber works out of a 
base camp on Eagle Lake, a 
former fishing resort taken 
over by the ministry. 

From the base, he directed 
more than 800 men and some 
•10 aircraft in the fight against 
Dryden 18. 

The line camps are the ac¬ 
tual firefighting bases.

The first views of Dryden 18 
from the air dashed many 
preconceived notions ahout 
forest fires. 

This fire was not a spread¬ 
ing mass of flame and smoke 
devouring acres of forest in 
roaring destruction. 

From Hie air, stretches of 
timber stood burned-out and 
desolate, the trees charred to 
a height of about 25 or 30 feet 
and the top crowned by droop¬ 
ing bundles of seared needles. 
Most of the trees in the area 
arp pine and spfuce. 

Herp and therp across the 
lake-dotted area. plumes, 
wisps and occasional clouds of 
thick white smoke rose from 
patches of green trees 

On windless days, the fires 
smouldered quietly, hut rising 
wind can fan flames to light 
in minutes. 


A turbulent 10-minute ride 
in a helicopter tossed by heat¬ 
generated air currents brings 
you to fire Camp 37. 

Four large tents, a crude 
cook table and a helicopter 
Landing pad chopped out of 
the brush at the edge of the 
lake make up the camp. 

Here, 30 men are fighting 
isolated hot spots with high- 
pressure hoses, trying to 
string clear hose lines be¬ 
tween lakes and other lines. 

From the edge of the lake, 
the continuous unmuffled roar 
of a high-pressure water 
pump makes conversation a 
matter of shouts and hand- 
cupped ears, but Lloyd Myl- 
lynen. the camp supervisor, 
say* that the pumps and the 
hoses are the only way to stop 
the fire. 

“You’ve got to dig down 
with ihe pressure to get the 
embers in the roots and crev¬ 
ices,” he explained. 


* If you don’t. 11’ll hum 
along the roots and come up 
behind you. 

"Wp don’t use shovel and 
harkpacks too much any 
more and the water bombers 
can’t stop the smouldering. 
You’ve got to use water pres¬ 
sure.” 

A short, but strenuous walk 
through the tangled bush 
along a hose line shows big 
ugly blackened scars where 
the powerful water streams 
have chewed away the soil, 
exposing roots and cleaning 
away smouldering coals right 
down to the bedrock. 

“If we got three days of 
steady rain, that would do it 
too,' said Myllynen 

"But an inch of rain won 1 
really help.” 

A swing of his boot at the 
sodden mud shows bone-dry 
soil just below the wet. even 
after gallons of water have 
been poured on it. 

It needs a lot of rain to 
soak in and stop it,” the su¬ 
pervisor saiJ. 

Six fire crews of five-men 
each work under Myllynen’s 

A jjative of Sudbury, he has 
supervision. 

A native of Sudbury, he has 
worked on forest fires for 
years. 

'Pall and sturdy, with a re¬ 
ceding hairline and a broad 
smile in his smokf^W’imed 
face, he said he had only ar¬ 
rived at Dryden after working 
on another fire at Ignace. 
Ont 

His own crew is working 
with him at Dryden. along 
with five crews of Indian fire¬ 
fighters. 

Myllynen’s men. ranging in 
age from 19 to 22, were 
burned out of their camp ear¬ 
lier in the fire and lost all 
their belongings. 

The fire got behind us and 
we had to go down under a 
small bridge and wait it out.” 
said one. “‘Then a chopper 
came in and lifted us out — 
but we lost our clothes and 
equipment — everything.” 

On good days, when the

winds are light and the lire 
sluggish, the crews work from 
about 6am »o 6:30 p m. or 7 
pm. 

As the weary firefighters 
straggle back to camp, where 
the young cook is struggling 
to cook 60 steaks, a pot of po¬ 
tatoes and a big frying pan of 
onions on three twin-burner 
camp stoves, Myliynen grabs 
his Ihai-d-hat and radio and 
prepares to fly back to the 
base camp 

“Tve b een slee ping and get¬ 
ting dinner back there," he 

says. 

No reasons for ine to sleep 
out here on the ground, is 
there?"

That horrid, crawling maw 
of plant lies on the flower 
stalks of your dahlias is an 
infestation of aphids; not the 
green kind we call greenfly, 
but the black variety com¬ 
monly found in the tips of 
broad bean plants. The nas¬ 
turtium and tf^e^ cherry are 
other favored hftsts of the 
black bean aphid! 

These insects do not hiber¬ 
nate in the soil, so you need 
have no fear of planting dah¬ 
lias on the same ground next 
year — they spend the winter 
as eggs on various shrubs and 
trees. 

However, the more you kill 
now, the fewer eggs will he 
laid to carry the pest over to 
next year. A weekly spraying 
with either malathion or nico¬ 
tine sulphate, mixed at label 
rates, should keep your dah- 
1 lias clean.

Next spring, just as the 
leaves are unfolding, spray 
thoroughly with Captan or 
Benlate fungicide, mixed in 
accordance with the direc¬ 
tions on the package.

Shaheen is president and 
principal owner of Shaheen 
Natural Resources, both a 
holding and operating com¬ 
pany with worldwide inter¬ 
ests. The father of three chil¬ 
dren. the 58-year-old refiner 
started in the oil business 28 
years ago after a career in 
public relations in Illinois 
His interests also include 
small refineries in Arkansas 
and California and three radio 
and TV stations. 

He is spending an estimated 
$20 million on a New York 
evening newspaper, the New 
York Press, which will be the 
first major fully-automated 
newspaper in the United 
States. It is due to begin pub¬ 
lication early next year. 

The multi - millionaire oil- 
fan hasn’t announced his 
Asian plans yet, but he says 
the refinery will be "a very 
big one." 

Shaheen makes no bones 
about his pro-Canadian feel¬ 
ings. 

"As a matter of fact. I’m a 
greal admirer and frankly a 
lover of the Canadian system, 
or I wouldn’t be pushing it so 
aggressively the invest¬ 
ment pattern we’ve followed 
in Canada." he said during in¬ 
terviews at his Park Avenue 
headquarters. 

“We could be putting our 
money elsewhere. You have 
to believe in it and love it in 
order to do it.” 

But he regrets that national¬ 
istic feelings of Canadians are 
being promoted to turn the 
country toward what he be¬ 
lieves is isolationism. He 
blames politicians and chau¬ 
vinists on college campuses 
for advocating "narrow, isola¬ 
tionist" policies. 

Shaheen doesn’t fault Cana¬ 
dians for trying to protect 
their way of life from the 
inroads of foreign influence. 

"Canada always does a 
great job of running her own 
affairs," he said.

He warns, however, that 
there are inherent dangers in 
the "narrow provincialism" 
the Canadian people are at¬ 
tempting to follow’.

Previous efforts to unload 
the ships within range of Gen 
e r a I Montcalm's cannon 
proved disastrous. 

The towns can be reached 
easilv from any ma |or Quebec 
City' landmark, for example 
the Chateau Frontenac. by 
simply following the Highway 
15 signs past the downtown 
shopping core, the scores ol 
motels along ihe edge of the 
city and into the rolling coun¬ 
tryside.

NAIROBI (Reuter) — In a 
tall tower block in the centre 
of Nairobi, a group of men 
are working to prevent man 
from destroying his planet. 

Occupying offices on 14 
floors of the Jomo Kenyatta 
Conference Centre which 
dominates the city, is the 
headquarters of the United 
Nations Environment Pro- j 
gram (UNEP) — otherwise 
known as Earthwatch. 

Organized at the Stockholm 
conference on the human en¬ 
vironment two years ago this 
month, UNEP is just entering 
into its first action phase 
after organizing itself and 
considering its priorities. 

With a budget of $18 million 
for 1974. Executive Director 
Maurice Strong. Canadian oil 
millionaire in charge of the 
program, has drawn up a list 
of the most pressing problems 
and is sending UNEP study 
groups into the field to get on 
with the job. 

"Twenty years from now 
our implementation of the j 
Earthwatch system will be 
1 oked at as one of the major 
accomplishments of this era 
in human history." Strong 
said. 

Earthwatch specifically 
refers to one of UNEP’s proj¬ 
ects the global monitoring 
of pollution and environ- 
mental information which will 
form the basis for a giant sys¬ 
tem for exchanging informa¬ 
tion. 

"Only if w-e know what is 
I happening in the world and 
can put those vvtio have prob¬ 
lems in touch with those who , 
know the answers will we | 
even begin to tackle the 
world’s environment prob¬ 
lems," said a UNEP official. 

Strong has drawn up a for¬ 
midable list of UNEP’s tar¬ 
gets. They include halting the 
spread of deserts and drought 
— particularly critical in Afri¬ 
ca at the moment — protect¬ 
ing the seas from pollution, 
methods of non-bazardous 
pest control, a workable ener¬ 
gy program for die develop¬ 
ing world and registration and 
control of dangerous indus¬ 
trial waste, including nuclear 
byproducts. 

Strong said even this list 1? 
only a superficial start to the 
World’s problem and UNEP's 
major task is to bring a fun¬ 


damental change in human 
values which have brought 
the world face to face with itSr* 
own destruction.

This all sounds familiar, doesn't 
it? It shows, as so often? occurs 
to me, that nothing really ever 
changes . Human beings come and 
human beings go, but human na¬ 
ture goes on forever . We go 
through the same old story, over 
and over again, but it never gets 
tiresome, does it? 

It was mid-summer of 1899 - 75 years ago. 

The Prime Minister of Canada was Sir Wil¬ 
frid Laurier; the governor-general of Canada the 
Earl of Minto. 

Dr. Thomas Robert Melnpis was lieutenant- 
governor of British Cblumbia, Charles Augustus 
Semlin our premier and Charles E. Redfern was 
mayor of Victoria. 

Vancouver was just starting to outstrip this 
fair capital as the centre of commerce in this 
province. 

Victorians did not like that one little bit, 
especially when some dreadful Vancouver people^ 
said the legislative buildings should be moved 
over there. 

The salary row had to do with the prime 
minister, who was receiving $8,000 a year. 

Sir Wilfrid’s friends said this was disgraceful, 
that his salary should be $10,000. 

This caused large sections of the populace to 
icream out loud, saying the country could not af¬ 
ford what, to them, was sheer extravagance. 

Generally, however, the newspapers of the 
country said that the prime minister of Canada 
certainly should be worth $10,000 a year. 

The Montreal Gazette said: “The salary of 
the Prime Minister definitely should be increased 
—$8,000 a year is ryot nearly as much as a man 
fit for this position could earn in any other busi¬ 
ness or profession, under favorable circum¬ 
stances. 

"As the years have gone by, and Canada has 
grown bigger, the expenses entailed by holding 
high elective office have greatly increased, and 
no one familiar with what is expected from the 
First Minister in the way of social entertainment 
believes that it is possible for him to do more 
than make ends meet. 

"The claims upon him increase year by year, 
and the salary- does not grow with the increased 
expenditure and the increased anxieties of office. 

' The expense of living in Ottawa — and the 
aoale of social entertainments have greatly ad¬ 
vanced since the Prime Minister’s salary was 
fixed at $8,000, and there are few salaries at¬ 
tached to positions approaching it in importance 
which are not at a very much higher figure." 

The Toronto Globe: "The present remunera¬ 
tion of the prime minister of this resource-rich 
Dominion would be regarded as scanty by the 
manager of a branch railroad, a small bank, or 
any other even medium-sized financial concern. 

"The prime minister has not even the securi¬ 
ty of tenure that such officers have. Public life is 
a fickle master, and a change in the turn of the 
wheel of political fate deprives a government 
leader, in a moment, of the rev enue by which he 
lives. 

"While in office he has neglected his own 
proper calling, and cannot, upon defeat, or retir¬ 
ement, return to it at once, and even if he carries 
on as leader of Her Ma jesty’s Loyal Opposition he 
is worse off, financially, than as prime minister." 

The Victoria Colonist: "The expenses at¬ 
taching to the position of prime minister are 
heavy, and we. do not suppose that any man can 
leave the premiership, no matter how long he 
may hold it, with more than a small amount of 
savings, unless he has some private source of in¬ 
come. 

"Other ministers may be able to keep their 
business connections alive, so as to have some¬ 
thing to which to return when the wheel of for¬ 
tune goes against them. 

"We know this to be the case with some of 
the members of the present federal cabinet. 

"But a prime minister can hardlv hope to do 

this. 

"At any rate, Canadian prime ministers, as a 
rule, are not so able. 

J>ir John A. Macdonald had no private busi¬ 
ness, and w T ould have been severely embarrassed 
If his friends had not come to his rescue. 

“Sir John Thompson left a very small estate. 

"Sir John Abbott died wealthy, but he made 
his money before entering politics. Alexander 
Mackenzie was in very moderate circumstances. 

*We do not suggest that a prime minister 
should be paid a salary that will put him above

financial worry when in office, and enable him 
if he remains in power for a fe vvyears A to lay 
a bttle without being niggaredly." 

So much for jhe salary of ihe prime minister. 

Now to the rumpus that was being created by 
Ihe provincial government in mining executive 
circlet. 

What The Colonist said then is being said 
today about the new mining laws of the present 
govemhient: 

"We have been shown h letier from the secre¬ 
tary of a British Columbia mining company, writ¬ 
ten from London, to one of the stockholders here. 

"In it, the writer speaks of the slow sale of 
British Columbia mining stocks, and says that, 
owing to recent legislation, and to the bad rejno¬ 
tation of the present provincial administration, 
everything relating to this province is ‘looked 
at askance.' 

"This is very unfortunate, especially because 
It happens just when British Columbia, as a field 
for investment, has been rapidly coming into 
favor. 

"We are sorry to have to say this, because it 
Is the interest and the policy of this newspaper to 
take an optimistic tone in regard to matters of 
this kind. 

"But the truth ought to be told, even though 
it is unpleasant. 

"The sooner the people realize ihe injury that 
's being wrought by denvigogic legislation, the 
sooner they will take steps to get rid of what 
h;is been enacted in this province, and prevent 
any more of it from being enacted. 

"Every day evidence multiplies to show that 
the only true policy this government should 
have is a business man s policy. 

"The present mining policies seem to smack 
of socialism, and British Columbians want none 
of that, and never will, for such a policy would 
lead to the stifling of individual freedom." 

When they weren’t squabbling about politics. 
Victorians of 1899- were going about their usual 
concerts, picnics and various other activ ities. 

One summer day the headlands around Es¬ 
quimau were crowded with people waving fare¬ 
well to a favorite warship, outward bound after 
some years on the Esquimau station. 

It wns HMS Amphion, aboard which, in 1891. 
a young lieutenant served — Robert Falcon Scott. 

Handsome young Scott was a favorite in Vic¬ 
toria, and often went to Point Ellice House, the 
O’Reilly home on the banks of the Gorge waters. 

He and the beautiful daughter of the O’Reilly 
house, Kathleen, became great friends and 
danced, played tennis, boated, and generally had 
a fine time. 

There were those who said romance existed. 
but nothing ever came of it. 

Scott went off to the Antarctic, and there he 
gave his life, after being married r few years 
before in London. 

For several years he and Kathleen O'Reilly 
corresponded. She sent a pipe to him at the 
Soutfi Pole, and he wrote to her from there. 

These letters are now one of the treasures of 
our history-preserved in the Provincial Archives. 

When Amphion sailed away in 1899 The Colo¬ 


nist said: "She is the most popular ship with Vic¬ 
torians of any of Her Majesty’s squadron. 

"As she passed out beyond Dunt/e Head she 
had her homeward pennant flying she is 
steaming first to Acnpulco, on the first leg of her 
long journey around Cape Horn to ihe Mother¬ 
land. 

"With her go the heartiest good wishes >f 
every citizen <f Br.tish Columbia’s'fair capital 
city, for each and everyone on board, fr< ; : (.’apt. 
Finnis to his cabinet boy. 

"It is not probable that Amphion will ever i>e 
seen again on h s station. 

"No other ship can ev er take Ainpbi* n » 
place in the h<; s of Victorians, who will 1 1- 
vvays remem • e ship and her hearty, whole- 
souled office ion."

CRUISING NORTH 


. . . to explore beyond Drury Inlet 

V. ■, 


On Monday morning we all 
arose to a beautiful morning with 
a blue sky sprinkled with a few 
puffy clouds and wonder of won¬ 
ders, no wind! Breakfast was a 
hurried affair as we wanted to 
take advantage of the first good 
day we had encountered since 
leaving Kelsey Bay in the boats. 

Sullivan Bay lay mirrored on ihe glassy water 
as we sped out of ihe sheltered bay and headed 
out into Wells Passage prior to entering narrow 
Stuart Narrows which is the entrance t«> Drury 
Iplet. 

Crossing Wells Passage we could look 
south westwards to the open waters of Queen 
Charlotte Straits and far distant the lowish hills 
of northern Vancouver Island. Not a breath of 
wind stirred the waters as far as the eye could 
see. ** 

We approached Stuart Narrows cautiously as 
it is hard to see the gap until you are almost upon 
it and several other bays and indentations look 
like they could be the entrance. 

Passing Morris Islet we soon spotted the gap 
and were threading our way A up the narrows. A 
/air rip runs through here at peak tides but to our 
lightweight planing boats it had little effect and 
after dodging Welde Rock (almost covered other 
than at low, low water) we found ourselves 
through the narrows and into Drury Inlet. 
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The scene here unfolded before us gradually 
First the low rounded hills on ihe left separating 
the inlet from ftueen Charlotte Strait. The peak*- 
ion the right were also low and smoothly con- 
uHired, few of them over 1.000 feet in altitude. 

Ahead of us stretched ihe 10-mtle-long reach of 
the inlet so flat and calm that iis far shorelines 
were hard to discern, so perfect was the reflec¬ 
tion «>n the waters. It w.ts, and remains today, the 
most perfect stillness I have ever seen on salt 
water. 

The reflection was almost breathlaking in its 
tceaifty. We felt a great sense of well being gazing 
at this pristine wilderness for we knew that we 
alone were the only human l>emgs in that region 
at that moment. The few logging comps and set¬ 
tlements that had onc e occupied this remole inlet 
were now closed down or had fallen into ruins. 

Drury Inlet was as unoccupied and as lonely 
as it had ever been in time. Only the bears, 
ravens, eagles and other wildlife shared its tran¬ 
quillity at the moment with us. 

The Latest habitation in the inlet had l>eon at 
Jennis Bay which we were now nearing on our 
starboard side. The camp had closed the previous 
year Already vandals had sacked* gyich of it, 
destroying or stealing most anything of value. 
Broken windows and overgrown weeds and bush 
marked the site. 

It must have been an imposing and beautiful 
site for a camp, but a couple of loggers we later 
met who had worked at Jennis Bay said that the 
men called Drury Inlet ‘Dreary Inlet because of 
the horrible winds and heavy rainfall which mark 
this country much of the year. 

We left the abandoned campsite and cruised 
gradually up the five-mile length of Drury, ap¬ 
proaching its northwestern end in 15 minutes. 

The Muirhead Islands, a group of low. rooky 
islets with numerous reefs interspersed, block off 
•he'head of Drury. 1 had a large scale chart of 
the region <No. 3570 for those that might lx? inter¬ 
ested) and this showed us ihe few navigable pas¬ 
sages through the maze. 


We puked one of the most *outherl> *>f these 
passages and at one quarter speed j .< ked citr 
way • autieusly through the rocks Here wr dr. .d- 
ed to stop and try for cod. first be ansc we want¬ 
ed some for dinner and secondly we needed ) .* t 
for our crab traps.which we wanted «*nt k ibe 
big lagoon behind the Muirhead group. 

Roth boats - utting their motors, we drafted 
quietly on ihe flu waters, taking in the gWarled 
s» rub trees and wind and sun-bleached rocks lhat 
are «o typical of much of the central and northern 
.oast of B.C. 

A movement caught my wife's eye behind us 
and we turned io stare at not one but >^r\cn seals 
watching us curiously. Gradually wore and more 
heads popped out of the water around the boats 
»nt:l we counted 15 seals in all, the most I had 
ever -con at one time. We figured that they must 
come to this secluded and safe spot u, ha\e ’heir 
pops in the spring. 

The crabbing turned out to !>c a fitq in the 
big hay, so we all derided to leave *$10 ‘.jn't and 
head al«»ng on the next leg of the journey which 
was to leave Drury Inlet and by a narrow and 
tricky passage enter ihe confines «.f five-milc-k'ng 
Actaeon Sound. 

Actaeon Sound juls out of the northern end of 
Drury Inlet at an oblique right angle which gra- 
dtially changes direction from east to north a? ns 
for end where it again narrows down t«» a imy 
slot which in turn leads into the final b«d\ • f 
water called Tsibass Lagoon. 

Ihe whole series of lagoons and channels end 
nearly 30 .miles in from the entrance »*• Drury 
Inlet at Stuart Narrows. 

Few people venture beyond Drury itself be¬ 
cause of the extreme-hazardous passages which 
,,|f only unmarked by navigational lights but 
are also subject to tricky and strong currents. 

We had a choice of two different passages 
through the first narrows. We chose die widest 
and what appeared to be the simplest one «:nd in 






On May 26 our two boats left Kelsey 
Bay bound northward towards Drury 
Inlet and environs. Along with mv 
wife Sandy and I were Oscar and 
Eleanor Pettersen from Courtenay. 
This is the second part of the two- 
part article describing our adven¬ 
tures in 16-ft. boats In 
mid-coast waters.

^ few minutes were through into Actress Pav-oge 
' hi«h leads in a mile or so into Actaeon Sound 

The far end of Actress Passage proved t > be 
the crux of the section. Here we ran into a strong 
r.;> v a double right angled turn. The first part of 
The turn was blocked by two sunken reefs (rn>een 
to us but marked on the chart) with a narrow 
pipage between. The passage proved to be abou:. 
_\t feet wide, not much room for an error and no 
Mr.' for a big cruiser other than at flat slack 
tide water. 

Now we were finally through into winding Ae- 
* .n Sound and for half an hour or so we erui>ed 
;> h.s remarkably beautiful passage as wwen- 
iut-vi further and further on the water inland. 
Part way along we stopj»ed to see the ruins of an 
•id < amp at Creasy Bay which had been aban- 
1 .ne t The place was full of wasps which I am 
allergic to so we beat a hasty retreat out of there 

Actaeon Sound now swung due northwards 
md ahead appeared the true crux of the day’* ad- 
venture. the gap into Tsibass Lagoon. 

We knew that at high slack tides the gap w as 
p*s<able to small l>oats, but it was just a narrow 
slot. 

f approached the gap slowly, ready to back 
away it it looked too risky. As the tide was still 
flooding slightly we drifted Into the gap which 
narmwed down more and more until a bare eight 
t*»e‘ separated either shallow' reef and then we 
were through. No trouble at all but I hated to 
rhink what it would be like with the tide roaring 
through the slot in between tides. 

Both boats safely through the slot, we sped 
rha remaining^ few miles until we came to the 
absolute end of our fascinating tour of channel* 
md sounds. In 10 feet of w-ater we cut the engine* 
and looked back. Tsibass lagoon lay mirrored A 
l.ne Haven floated by. the only wildlife we saw in 
diis remote spot so far from the ocean. 

lxx>king at our charts w’e saw that we were 
now actually further north than the northern most 
tip of Vancouver Island and only a few mile* 
away from Seymour Inlet to the north of us, sepa¬ 
rated by a neck of low hills. 

It was lunchtime so retracing our step* we 
stopped half way dow-n Tsibass Lagoon at a little 
island and pulled ashore. 

Once ashore wc se’ up our picnic wares and 
had a leisurely lunch admiring the moss infesied 
trees overhanging the water on the island. 
Curiously we saw’ that there was no seaweed or 
barnacle growth here and on tasting the water 
found it to be almost entirely fresh. Closer inspec¬ 
tion showed that the tidal rise and drop in the 
lagoon was only about two feet at the extreme 

It was now more than an hour after high 
slack and we worried about the slot and the tidal 
drop at the lagoon's entrance. Although the la- 
g,x>n had little tidal movement we figured that 
Ac I aeon Sound would have a much bigger drop 
and that the tide difference could cause us trou¬ 
ble 

Once again we approached the narrow gap 
and to my horror realized that the tide had fallen 
about three feet in our absence. This seemed 
unreal but nevertheless it was the case. The 
water roared through the gap in a mad rush and 
dtlKHigh I knew tha- ^ as we kept to nvid- 
hannel we would clear the rocks safely I won¬ 
dered what the current would do to us half was 
through. 

We had little cho other than to wait 24 
hours until the next h u slack water, so we 
decided to run it before » worsened. Giving the 
boat enough power for * erage w’e entered the 
gap and in a moment were hurtling through 
downhill! 

A few seconds lat were safely sitting on 
the far side of the sl“ Thing for Oscar and 

I*'leanor to come th- ehind us. They, too, 



were soon throudi safely and we both took a 
few minutes to sit and stare back at the roaring 
slot of while water. It has to be the hairiest expe¬ 
rience either of us had yet experienced in our 
boats and was 9 good lesson in showing us how 
treacherous these narrow salt lagoons can become 
at certain times. 

' The rest of the journey back to Sullivan Bay 
{Kissed without incident and by 6 o’clock we were 
back at our floating house The day had been onp 
of surprises and one beautiful scene after an¬ 
other in a region which if not really all that re¬ 
mote remains today largely untouched and un¬ 
spoiled. 

Tuesday dawned cloudy but calm. Thp 
weather report from Alert Bay promised light 
westerly winds so we decided to venture, down 
Wells Passage and explore some of the interest¬ 
ing offshore islets in Queen Charlotte Strait if the 
sea was calm enough. This can be an extremelv 
nasty piece of water, so it is only rarely that a 
boater can find it flat enough to put his boat's 
nose up on the rocks and go ashore. 

Breakfast through we took off about 9 and 
headed around the corner down Wells Passage 
The passage was like glass and other thasf a lot of 
debris in the form of chips and sticks on the 
water everything went smoothly. Soon we were 
out at the mouth of Wells Passage and could see 
many miles in both directions as well as to Van¬ 
couver Island in the distance. 

It was a perfect day for beachcombing so we 
decided to head for the Polkinghome Islands 
which are a few miles offshore in the Strait, 
figuring that few people would ever land on these 
isolated outcroppings in the stormy strait. 

The outer rocks on these islets are worn 
smooth as glass by the wave action and the trees 
are stunted and wind sculptured by the prevailing 
storms. They are a fascinating and lonely set of 
islands and we were lucky to find a day in which 
it was possible to go ashore on their outer coast¬ 
lines. 

A pretty bay beckoned, so w*e eased ourselves 
in and gently bumped our noses on a sloping 
gravel beach. Small wavelets were the only sign 
of the elements as we tied up to an enormous 
dead tree trunk extending down the beaehline. 

The beach was barren, but the edge of the 
bush and trees and amongst the big jam of old 
logs at the head of the bay was a beachcomber's 
paradise. 

We found floats of nearly every conceivable 
type, sections of rope off logbooms that had 
broken up and all sorts of strange and weird 
things. 

After an hour or so at this spot w*e decided to 
move along further and see what else w’e could 
find. At Fantome Point we pulled around the » 
corner into another quiet cove and explored more 
interesting terrain. 

The Polkinghome Islands were named by 
Captain Pender during his extensive surveys on 
the coast during the 1860s. Charles James Polk- 
inghorne was a staff commander and master of 
the brig Fantome thus the n°mes. Pender was 
also responsible for the names Actaeon Sound and 
Drury Inlet. However, the first explorer in the 
region was Capt. George Vancouver who passed 
through the area in 1792 and gave the names to 
Wells Passage, Broughton Island and Sutlej Chan¬ 
nel which separates Brough’o Is’and from the 
mainland. 

One has t.» admire the explorers in 

their often frail craft poki’ way through 


this involved and dangerous coast without mod¬ 
ern instruments or charts. It must have taken A 
lot of courage. e 

After leaving the Polkinghomes we worked 
our way back through a group of tiny islets into 
Carter Passage which separates Broughton Island 
proper from North Broughton. (Sullivan Bay is on 
North Broughton l. Most of the passage is pass¬ 
able but a narrow stretch, about 200 yards long, 
is so shallow that even at the highest tides the 
boulders are just below the surface. We decided 
not to risk breaking a prop and left the complete 
traverse of Carter Passage for another time. 

One half hour later wc were back at Sullivan 
Bay making up a quick lunch before heading out 
for a look at one of the least known blit most 
treacherous little stretches of water on the coas-t, 
Roaringhole Rapids. 

The lunch disposed of we retraced our way 
back into Wells Passage but headed northwards 
this time. Passing through Grappler Sound and 
swinging sharply to our right as we passed Wat¬ 
son Point we entered a very pretty little comer 
where several passages branch off in different 
directions. 

Dead ahead was the Roaringhole Rapids, now 
slack calm because of the tide change.' To our left 
was Turnbull Cove which has a small logging 
show at its head and to our right was the en¬ 
trance to Kenneth Passage which In turn leads 
into isolated Mackenzie Sound. 

For curiosity sake we ran the boats through 
the 200-yard stretch of the Roaringhole and did 
the 35-minute run into the huge lagoon called 
Nepah Lagoon. 

Tills body of water is nearly five miles long 
and every day the volume of water is squeezed 
through the Roaringhole at a terrifying rate in a 
boiling release of energy. As w'e left the lagoon 
and passed through the rapids the water had al¬ 
ready started to pick up momentum. We decided 
to leave the Roaringhole and first explore McKen¬ 
zie Sound and later return and see the rapids at 
their best, or worst as it should really be. 

An hour la ter/w e were back at the rapids and 
it was indeed an awe-inspiring sight. 

However, it looked safe enough, so just for 
the thrill we ran uphill into the lagoon and with 
jet like si»eed shot back out again on the 12 -knort 
current. I should point out that w’e did this on a 
half tide. No one should ever attempt the Roar¬ 
inghole Rapids on a full tide, or In a small boat. 
The year previous to our visit three youths had 
drowned in the same spot in a 14-foot cartop. 

Our day now approached its end so we head¬ 
ed back to our home base at Sullivan Bay. We 
had accomplished what w'e wanted to do and 
from now on it was a slow journey beck to Kelsey 
Bay and the cars, which w’ould take us another 
five days of cruising through more interesting 
waters. 

Along the way w'e w’ould become storm-bound 
for two days, visit a deserted cannery in Bones 
Bay. and spend an afternoon hiking into a lake on 
Gilfourd Island. 

A few months after returning from the trip 
we heard that the Germaines had sold their little 
store and floats at Sullivan Bay and had moved to 
Duncan. They will be missed by their many 
friends w ho live or visif thi* charming comer oC 
our northw est coast.

I was talking to an old railroad 
man the other day and he men¬ 
tioned water towers, those sturdy 
silo-like buildings that used to 
stand beside the track, and it oc¬ 
curred to me that I hadn't noticed 
any lately. The reoson is, of course, 
that they don't exist any more. 

Their period of usefulness 
ended with the passing of steam 
locomotives and they were one by 
one dismantled and removed from 
the focations where for many years 
they had stood as prominent ond 
familiar landmarks. 


The tower illustrated was photographed in 
1964 several years after the last steam locomotive 
had filled up from its tank It was located at

The Passing Scene 


Shuswap on the main line of the CPR in the South 
Thompson Valley east of Kamloops and was one 
of five on a 40-mile stretch of this line, the others 
being at Monte Creek. Chase. Notch Hill and Tap- 

pen. 

There was a heavy demand for water on this 
stretch from locomotives taking the steep gi »de 
of Notch Hill, and the pushers stationed there to 
help the trains up and down it. 

My informant, retired now beside tne track 
after a lifetime of railroading, spoke of watering 
at these towers, summer and winter, sometime* 
pulling up with tanks empty after an ^tour's 
heavy steaming, sometimes • running for water ” 
a manoeuvre resorted to when a locomotives 
almost empty- tanks required speedy replenish¬ 
ment, and the engine would be unhooked from the 
train and sped to the nearest tower. 

The lower section of the tower was built with 
massive timbers to support the great weight of 
the elevated tank, and the room.below contained 
a large pot-bellied stove which was stoked by the 
section men in winter to keep the water frctn 
freezing. Some of the towers were supplied ly 
gravity systems but the Shuswap tower depended 
on a pump for its supply. A man came seveual 
times a week to operate the pump and fill the 
tank. A ball on a mast on the roof of the tower in¬ 
dicated the water level in the tank 

Few of the familiar objects and landmarks 
disappear so swiftly and completely as did »he 
railway water towers. Old buildings linger <>n un¬ 
used, gradually yielding to the weather, tangible 
links with the recent past merging gracefully mu* 
the procession of progress. They are not cui - If 
suddenly to be forgotten in a mere decade. Nei¬ 
ther are the implements and artifacts of our fa¬ 
thers and grandfathers many of which were snp- 
planted almost as suddenly as the water tower*. 

The pick-up baler revolutionized haymakmkr 
and introduced an entirely new }>atiern inn. • ur 
rural landscapes but the old stacking derricks 
remain on the ranches to remind us of the sweat 
and hand labor of earlier times, and it is e-en 
possible to find the odd diehard rancher or > ver 
of horses still using the old methods recommend¬ 
ed by the poets. I encountered an extreme exam¬ 
ple of this hanging on to the past once. -*r. a 
mountain farm in the Kootenay*. 

The man was actually using a scythe and . ra- 
dle. I anj familiar with the s. ythe and occasional¬ 
ly use one on the long grass that encn.ache* • n 
my garden, but the scythe and cradle was :en- 
dered obsolete with the invention of the first reap¬ 
ing machine. I had never seen such an implement 
but had heard very old men speak of them and 
relate the exploits that had been performed with 
them in the pre\ious century. The mourn, meer 


seemed perfectly at home with this er » - 
and probably had relied on it for year* «. } 
crops on land too steep to aa« r o -au • e. 
machinery'. 

Another example of the TApuily cham. 
s< eoe came with the development of the «• o ■h.re 
harvester which completely altered the pattern 
harvest in Western Canada and bams bed foi «\ # 
the busy scenes of stooking and threshing wpi. h 
used to he the high point of the farmer* >♦. i 
(lone were the haivest excursions which used 1 
brine man power to the prairie gram fields irom 
B.C., the ea« and even from Britain, and v-nc 
i«*> was the tobacco-chewing hardest hand and 
winter tales of his prowess a« ‘earster or sp»kc 
pitcher on a big steam outfit through the )• oi 
harvest day. 

Some farmers loved the steam threshing 
fits so much nhat they couldn't beat to see them 
go to the scrap dealers.

GALES IN THE INDIAN OCEAN

. After nine delightful days on 
Rodrigues we tore ourselves away 
and with light winds sailed gently 
the 350 milep to Mauritius . The 
wind rose onjthe last day and we 
sailed briskfy into the capital of 
Port Louis to the accompaniment 
of cheers and whistles from the 
many freighters moored and an¬ 
chored there. 

As well as the freighters there were ranks of 
Korean and Taiwanese fishing boats, vessels of 
more than a hundred feet, festooned with glass 
fisrting floats and hundreds of drying shark fins. 

The harbor was filthy and we resolved not to 
•tay there any longer than necessary. 

Mauritius is a beautiful high island with 
rocky mountain peaks reminiscent of the Marque- 
•a*. The inhabitants are of diverse races being of 
European. African and mixed origin. Indo and 
Sino-Mauritian. 

The Indians seemed to predominate among 
the traders, especially in the market. The Port 
Louis produce markets are housed In a row of 
covered buildings and are almost as good as 
those in Mexico. Unlike Mexico the prices are 
. clearly marked and are the same for everyone no 
matter what race or color. Fruit and vegetables 
are weighed in antiquated hand-held scales where 
‘the^uickness of the hand deceives the eve/ 

W* thought of buying a chicken for supper; 
“I hope that they aren’t sold alive,” I said. We 
went into the poultry building. The first thing we 
saw was a circular crate of live ducks ani 
chickens; perhaps meat w'ould do instead. The 
meat market was revolting. The concrete 
counters were ‘protected’ by opened cardboard 
cartons, saturated with the blood of months of 
butchering. In the poorer section of the market 
unwashed cows’ feet, heaps of jaw bones and 
pile* of teeth were sold to those with only a few 
sous. \Ve hurried out again. 

Want to buy some marijuana lady?” A long¬ 
haired young Indian asked me as our paths 
crossed, quickly shelving me a small packet of 
seed and then palming it again dexterously. I 
declined. Marijuana is totally banned in Mauri¬ 
tius; you are not even allowed to have loose 
tobacco and cigarette papers in your possession. 

The mainstay of Mauritius’ economy is sugar. 
Sometimes the cane is planted in the face of 
almost insuperable difficulties. In places the vol- 
* canic soil is littered with boulders which are 
collected in gigantic windrows three times the 
height of a man. Between these windrows are 
smaller heaps of rocks and between these heaps 
of rocks are the rows of sugar cane. No wonder 
all work is done by hand; no machine could work 
in such ’soil.’ 

Around Port Louis the cane is transported by 
two iteasts of burden women and oxen. The 
women carry enormous bundles of cane on their 
h*ads. acquiring in the process an excellent car¬ 
riage and flat feet. The Brahmin oxen pull two- 
wheeled, high-sided bullock carts and as well as 
loads of cane they cart food, fuel, refuse and peo¬ 
ple. 

Poverty and unemployment are common in 
Mauritius, an island of only 716 square miles sup¬ 
porting a population of more than 800,000. The 
government does its best to create new .jobs, 
many of them in the fast-expanding field of 
tourism. There are 12 major hotel projects under 
way. We saw some which looked most attractive 
with simulated native housing (with every mod. 
con.) spread over landscaped surroundings beside 
long white beaches. The tea industry, which is 
labor intensive, is also being encouraged on the 
Island. 

We only stayed in Port Louis overnight and 
then sailed round to Grand Bay where there was 
clean blue water and a yaefit club with showers.

We spent a week in Grand Bay and then 
decided to be the first of our group to* head for 
Durban. Having set the date we sailed, in site of 
a forecast of light w inds. The forecast proved tv# 
be right and for two days Reunion Island, only a 
hundred miles from Mauritius, remained in sight 

On the morning of the fourth day u’e had vir¬ 
tually no wind, not enough to self-steer. In the 
late afternoon we saw wind clouds and ominous 
black skies ahead and the swell began to come 
from the south. By supper time we were surfing 
crazily down the swells, carrying almost too 
much sail in our relief at finally moving. Tryste 
occasionally took a wave wrong and shipped a 
whoosh of green water over the decks, bumping 
and shuddering below . 

When I came on watch, at ..'000 hours Ernest 
had just handed the mainsail and the wind was 
drumming frighteningly in ihe rigging. A few 
minutes later there was the sound of ripping cloth 
and a tremendous flapping as the mizzen sail 
split right across, leaving two pieces held to¬ 
gether only hv the luff rope. 

Ernest rushed forward and handed the genoa 
while I dropped the mizzen. With the wind trying 
to tear it out of our hands we finally managed to 
get the torn sail off the boom and take It below. 
Susie, Ernest and I set to work by hand and with 
the sewing machine tvy make good the damage. It 
took us more than threifhours. 

It seemed relatively-quiet below with all sail 
handed but the gale was still screaming in the 
shrouds and Ernest and I were almost blowTi 
overboard fighting to bend the sail back c*n ita 
boom, ready for when the wind lessened. 


We all turned in for a few hour> hut by next 
day vve were under wav again. For the following 
six days we roared along toward'. Durban, fright¬ 
ening one another from time to time by saying 
things like: 

The barometer's falling” 

”1 don’t like the look of those riot id-'” 

' There’s a nasty looking swell coming up 
from the south” . . . but nothing happened except 
strong, fresh winds giving us glorious sailing. 

We knew that when we reached the coast we 
would be struggling with the Agulhas current 
which rushes south down the coast at up to three 
knots an hour. We did not wish to l#c swept past 
Durban and did our l#est to head north 

On the last day we were pleased when the 
wind from the north cast fre-hened and Trysle 
l»egan teurace towards Durban 

'Tryste has got the hurry-ups,*' Ernest said 
happily, but soon he was saving "hand the 
main!” as the wind rose to gale force. We 
• changed down to our smallest headsail and were 
still travelling too fast for safety. 

Before long the wind eased and the main 
went up again. Then with Africa only sixteen 
miles away, but still invisible, the wind died com¬ 
pletely and we were becalmed Ue motored for 
four hours after which the wind came back, this 
time from the south west Before long this too 
had risen to gale force. We handed the main and 
then c hanged down again from genoa to yankee. 

Ue were now only about six miles off the 
coast and. having successfullv allowed for the 
south flowing current, were too far north and 
beating into both sea and wind 

About this time the miz/en sail split for a sec¬ 
ond time, leav ing a tattered triangle fluttering at

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BARRAN QUIT FLYING 
FOR TABLE TENNIS

The old Stranraer flying boat 
was plugging along when a sud¬ 
den, unaccustomed noise came 
from the starboard engine. The 
sound, and a quick glance, told 
pilot Art Barran the engine had 
blown a cylinder . 

Even though he had 13 passenger? aboard. 
Barran knew there wasn’t anything to worry 
about. He cut the throttle on the engine, made the 
necessary adjustments and continued on his way 
to Sullivan Bay. 100 miles to the south. 

He was going there’ anyway, because it was a 
regular gas stop on the Queen Charlotte Airline 5 
route from Prince Rupert to Vancouver. This 
time, as soon as he reached the dock, he went to 
work on the damaged cylinder. He took off the 
cylinder head, removed the piston and connecting 
rod. then put the head back. 

The head bolts had stripped, so he got some) 
clothesline from Myrt Collinson who, with her 
husband, ran the station. He ptat the clothesline 
through the holes where the bolts should have 
gone and. with a six-inch spike, wound it tight. 

Then, reloading his passengers, he took off 
for Vancouver with the nine cylinders working on 
one side but only eight on the other. 

‘ You could do things like that with a 
Stranraer.” he said. “It was built by Vickers in 
England, and they built it like a battleship. The 
hull had 200,000 rivets. 

‘ “It was the first plane I ever flew, and the 
toughest. You could land it in six-foot waves 
without doing any damage.” 

Like many others. Barran started flying dur¬ 
ing the Second World War. 

“I’d done all kinds of .jobs, and I’d spent five 
years longshoring at New’ Westminster when the 
war broke out,” he said. “All my friends said the 
air force was the best paying. 

“I'd never been in a plane, I was 31 years 
old, two years «over the limit, and I had two 
children. 

‘ Somehow’, though, they let me train a? a 
pilot. After 15 years out of school the studying 
was pretty hard, and I had to w’ork harder than 
the rest, but I made it.” 

He trained at Patricia Bay, now’ the site of 
the Victoria International Airport. When he quali¬ 
fied, he was given a Stranraer flying boat and put 
to work in the spring of 1942 ferrying brass hats 
up and down the coast. 

I carried messages and did all the other 
mysterious things that armed forces do,” he said 
“There were no navigation facilities, and there 
was radio silence, so we just had to do the best 
we could and learn the hard way. 

The Japanese scare w’as on at that time 
and there was some talk of posting me away. I 
told them that my family was here and the Japs 
were coming and ‘'i wasn't going to leave 
Strangely enough, they let me stay.” 

Barran saw the development of airports at 
Tofino, Coal Harbor. Comox, Aliford Bay, Bella 
Bella and Port Hardy. 

“I took the first plane into Port Hardy airport 
In April. 1943.” he said. “It was a Lockheed Elec 
tra. a plane I'd never flown before, so before I 
left I got out the book and found out how’ to fly it. 

The airport didn't have a name at that time, 
but I d landed several times on the water nearby 
at Fort Rupert. There was quite a stir when I 
reported myself down at Fort Rupert, the only 
name I knew They thought in Vancouver I'd 
strayed off the course and got to Prince Rupert.” 

Without aids, flying in those days was don? 
mostly by feel. But, as facilities Improved, Bar¬ 
ran kept up with them. He was sqnt to New 
Brunswick for a transport conversion course and 
later a radio course.

“I got a book and read all I could,” he said 
“Then I started practising on a Link trainer at 
the airport. And do you know*, it was an odd 
thing, but my teacher was a German.” 

He became a pilot for one of three specially 
picked crews who started in 1945 meteorological 
flights from Patricia Bay. 

“We’d go out 500 fniles,” he said, “taking full 
readings every 50 miles. On the way back w’e’d go 
up to 18,000 feet, measuring wind speed, tempera¬ 
ture and-noting cloud formations. 

“After we’d been operating a while, they 
threw away all their Pacific Coast weather maps. 
The forecasting, based on our work, changed the 
whole picture, and led to the system they have 
today.” 

Barran was at Ucluelet when a Japanese sub¬ 
marine fired several shells past the Estevan 
Point lighthouse. Two Lysanders were sent out 
with depth charges, but the fog was too thick to 
see anything, and they came back. 

“The whole coast was grounded,” he said, 
“but. because I was flying these bigwigs around, 
I had clearance to go anytime. 

“I took off for Coal Harbor, and all the way 
up the coast of the Island my radio operator 
could pick up their signals. He said there must 
have been dozens of them out there.” 

Barran has his own explanation to cover the 
apparently poor aim of the Japanese gunners. 

“None of their shells hit the lighthouse.” he 
said. “Th^y all landed four or five miles beyond 
it. 

“Now. if you think about it, Bamfield, where 
the trans-Pacific cable started, was about that far 
away from the Pachena Point light. 

“I think the navigator made a mistake and 
though they were off Pachena. and they were 
really aiming at Bamfield.” 

Whatever the explanation, the incident threw 
the whole coast into panic. At all the stations up 
the coast Barran found the crew^ had mined all 
their buildings, and were ready to destroy them 
and head for the bush if am attack came. 

“At Prince Rupert there were 10,000 Ameri¬ 
cans in foxholes,” Barran said. 

But at one station there w r as no panic. That 
was Aliford Bay, where Harry Winney, an old 
bush pilot, was in charge, and morale w'as high. 

”W« came into the float and they were all 


’'lined up with rifles with bayonets in their hands 
Before we landed they started hollering, ‘Where 
are those bloody Japs?’ ” 

There was one stormy day, with the wind 
* blowing 40 or 50 knots, when Barran was be¬ 
tween Cai>e Caution, on the Queen Charlottes, 
and Bull Harbor, at the north end of Vancouver 
Island. He was headed for Coal Harbor and, as 
he put it. “chugging along about 300 feet above 
^ the deck.” 

Below him he sjx>tted’ a tug pulling what ap- 
’ ’peared to bo an oil barge. In a* routine action, 

• he signalled to it, and got the proper signal 
back. r * 

“Then, all of a sudden, he started shooting 
at me. My plane was never armed, so I got 
out or there.” 

Several years later, Barran got into a con¬ 
versation with a man at a party, and somehow 
the subject of the tug and barge came up. Tho 
man had the answer. 

It was. he said, a Japanese sub tender. 
There was no bottom in the l>arge, allowing a 
submarine to come up under it. What appeared 
to be the bridge was a raised section to accom¬ 
modate the sub’s conning tower. 

Another diversion came when three young 
American pilots came up the coast, ferrying three 
Grumman Kingfishers from Florida to Alaska. 
They were supposed to refuel at Bella Bella. 

Flying in heavy cloud, they estimated they 
were close to their destination, and began to de¬ 
scend. At 800 feet, the air was clear, but only 
two of the planes were there. 

“Where are you?” they radioed to their miss¬ 
ing companion. 

“I’m at 1,500 feet.” 

“Come <*n down,” they said. “It’s clear 
il 800.’” 

“I am down,” was the reply. ‘Tm upside 
down.” 

Barran set out on a search, cruising through 
all the islands south of Bella Bella at an altitude 
of 1,500 feet. He found the plane, and it w’as 
upside down. But it had landed in a patch of 
heavy salal which cushioned the fall, and the 
pilot wasn’t hurt. 

When the war ended Barran, like all the rest, 
had to decide what he was going to do. He 
concluded that he had taken advantage of all the 
facilities that had been offered him, it had cost 
the country at least $150,000 to train him, 60 he 
might as well stay w ith flying. 

He took the department of transport exams, 
passed, and w as granted his commercial flying li¬ 
cence. 

In early 1946 he went to work for Jim Splls- 
bury and Jim Hepburn, who manufactured radios 
and sold them to logging camps. They soon no¬ 
ticed that when they pulled into a camp there 
were usually loggers wanting a lift to another 
camp or to Vancouver, and Queen Charlotte Air¬ 
lines was born. 

“I was flying a Stranraer, the plane I’d start¬ 
ed on, and I was flying to all the same places,” 
Barran said. “There w as nothing to it.” 

It was later the same year that bids were 
called for servicing the Alcan development at Ki- 
timat. QCA was underbid by Rus4 Baker, opera¬ 
tor of B.C. Central Airline at Prince George. 

“It was ihe best contract on the coast,” Bar¬ 
ran said, “and it wasn't long afterward that 
Baker took over QCA.” 

There were many problems, some bad ac¬ 
cidents.- and many times the company was on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 

But equipment and methods gradually im¬ 
proved. helped by the devotion of the men who 
worked for the company. But it wasn’t all devo¬ 
tion. There were other inc entives. 

“The be«t one was what they called a no- 
dings bonu« If you went a month without putting 
a dent into a float or otherwise damaging an 
aircraft, you got $25. When you figure the best we 
got, with overtime, was $400 a month.We were 
pretty careful with those planes.” 

Ihe airline carried on and. in 1956. merged 
with its strongest competitor, Pacific Western 
Airlines. 

“Things improved gradually,” Barran said, 
“and we l»egan to operate more like an airline 
should. We went from DC3« to DC4s, C46s, DC7s

Without a 
doubt the main reason is that these gardens 
reflect much of the personality of past and 
present owners, the individual, his tastes, his eye 
for placement, t« r a promising rock outcrop, his 
sentiments. For instance, few are aware that a 
certain stately oajc tree determined the exact 
positioning of the Ikmjso built on Beach Drive for 
Mrs. Sayward Wilson, the tree and the architec¬ 
ture eventually blending in complete harmony 
with the surroundings. 

Among the many reasons one might advance 
as to why people garden are. chiefly for the love 
of plants and nature, fostering a greater love and 
understanding of the Kternal I Jaws of Nature, 
inspiring harmony between nature and man, 
something closely associated with husbandry 
which is rapidly becoming a lost art. Others gar¬ 
den for relaxation, some for the production of 
wholesome fruit and vegetables for their tables. 

Sentiments, which can he classed as personal, 
are among the intangible charms of a garden and 
gardening, a very definite factor in the evolution 
of Victoria as a’Cflv of Gardens. 

Right from the very early days, men and 
women, many of them coming around the Horn, 
brought with them a few cherished seeds to plant 
*n their now environment, reminders of iheir old 
homes, and, possibly affording some relief from 
nostalgia. 

Uppermost on the lis* of sentiments are those 
constant reminders f friends, some long since 

departed. 

Among the Many such memory gardens I am 
well acquainted with is a delightful, though l>v no 
means elaborate fitage garden, planted to com¬ 


pliment the cosy cottage it surrounds. Like many 
other Victoria gardens, this one includes many 
old, and loved friends, fellow gardeners who form 
part of that great company creating the atmo¬ 
sphere which envelops Victoria, the City of Gar¬ 
dens. 

Come with me and let the owner tell his own 
story of the phenomena and of all who are there 
to greet him as we wander through his garden, 
see how many of this closely bound company of 
gardeners you might recognize, or remember. 

The Lawson Cypress hedge which provides 
shelter can hardly be recognized as a product of 
those lit tie seedlings from the Ray Esslinger gar¬ 
den nestling around the hri<^ house on lower 
Larisdowne Road. I wonder flow*, many readers 
rememlter Ray's Food .Market on the north side 
of Fort. Street, near Douglas Street. The native fir 
trees, dug from the bush and potted as Christmas 
trees were later re-planted in the garden, not only 
*o provide a windbreak, but also as a lesson in 
conservation. A row* of mixed filberts completes

the outer protection and are there through the 
ourfesy <f a former, well-known Experimental 
Station superintendent, F. M. Straight. 

Moving along, the fragrance floating - n a 
light air, from a dividing lilac hedge, fills the 
air. These 1 am informed, were from the garden 
r.f Colonel and Mrs. Scroggie who built the, first 
hollow* tile house in Gordon Head. Col. Scroggie 
was at that time well known as secretary of the 
Pacific Club, housed in what was then the Pem¬ 
berton Building, while Mrs. Scroggic’s green 
thumb would have sprouted roots at any time had 
she thrust it into the ground. 

Three large clumps of native maidenhair fern 
were brought in as small plants many years ago 
from Kelvin lYeek while on a picnic with Fred 
..nd Dorothy Romford and their family from Cob¬ 
ble Hill, an area well represented in this garden. 

There are tiny daffodils, narcissus minor, 
about three inches high^in which we meet Mrs. 
I»wery. a keen gardener from the Cowichan 


Bench. A Cants blush climbing rose, together 
with the cotoneasters, the spireas and forsythias 
are from cuttings raised in the W. D. Turner gar¬ 
den at Cherry Point, a garden frequently visited 
by those lovers and growers of choice plants, R. 
M. Palmer and Mrs. Palmer. 

Attention is drawn to an attractive dwarf 
helenium frorp Dr. F. T. Stainer’s garden on 
Cherry Point Road, and to a large gravenstein 
apple tree of the old type, both stock and scion 
<aken more than 30 years ago from what was 
then a 60-year-old tree growing in company with 

• •thers near the Twin Bridges on Telegraph Road. 

Over to the rose bed where there are some 
quite old bushes'which came from the A. J. 
Campbell garden on St. Patrick Street at a time 

• f re-modeling. The box hedge background was 
raised from seedlings in the Hummel garden on 
Pemberton Road, another re-modeling project. 

The two fine Irish junipers keep green the 
memory of Reginald Grant, a man responsible 
•or the origination of some fine gardens here in 
the thirties. One with a crooked lower stem is 
quite unique and has a history all its own. having 
»*een run over when young br a trainee motor 
cyclist exercising x from the officer’s training 
amp at Gordon Head. Because of this, no at- 
icmpt was made to correct the defect, it «till 
remains a reminder of more he otic days. 

The laurustinus and white Portugal broom 
e from Walter Paterson of Gordon Point, a fine 
gardener, who until his retirement was for many 
years manager of the Cbwichan Creamery. A 
much treasured silver berberis nearby, one of the 
few in Victoria, represents another valued friend, 
Ralph Snider, the owner of Oaklands Nurseries 
which is now a part of the Hillside shopping 
< enire. 

At this particular point, mention was made of 
a number of friends grouped together. An andro- 
nteda from Dr. and Mrs. Griove’s garden, nerines 
Com both Mrs. Helen Maclean and from Dr. Gor¬ 
don Wallis. 

In another group we find two ardent gar¬ 
deners, Eric and Mrs. Gray, with a showy 
kururne azalea. A pair of dwarf vine maples from 
Claude Jeffery is an ever-present reminder of 54 
years’ close and valued friendship. Not far be- 
’ nd in years is a cherished pearl bush from 
CYnJ Stirling, a seed grower from Sidney. Charlie

Barran. who now lives in Vancouver, was in

'I’d seen a couple of world champs play table 
tennis in Vancouver, and the game really attract¬ 
ed me. When you get into that class it isn’t a 
pitty-pat kind of game. I've figured that one real 
game is equal to a half-mile of jogging-” 

The war Interrupted his table tennis career, 
but he stuck with it whenever possible, and in 
1943 won the western Canadian open cham¬ 
pionship. In the following years he took virtually 
all the lilies in ihe western Canada and U.S. area. 

In 1971 he was coach of Canadian teams play¬ 
ing in the world championships in Ja pan. Th at 
was the time when the first inv itation was offered 
by the Chinese. 

"Most people don’t realize it," he said, "but 
we were invited first, then the English, and then 
the Americans." 

The v isit to China was followed by a Chinese 
team coming to this country in 3972. Barran and 
his wife accompanied them throughout their lour 
and, at the end, were given an invitation to return 
to China. 

"We went for two weeks last year,” he said, 
and the reception was wonderful. We saw every¬ 
thing we wanted to sec and talked to everybody 
we met w ithout any restrictions. I even took pic¬ 


tures at airports, rfnd nobody said anything, al¬ 
though l found out afterward that was suppled 

to be taboo. 

We never saw a sad fa. e all the time we 
were there. It’s the happiest bunch, of people I’ve 
ever seen. We had been to Yugoslavia for a tour¬ 
nament, and we noticed that there everybody w-as 
afraid. But there’s no sign of fear in China. 

"Everybody is well fed and looked after. If 
you’re sick they look afier you. but when you’re 
well if you don’t work you don’t eat. It’s simple, 
..nd very effective.” 

When he stopped flying professionally. Bar¬ 
ran took out a private pilot's licence. It must be 
unique, because, it is endorsed for every* type of 
plane up to 737s. But he has never used it. 

"I just never bothered to go out and rent a 
plane and fly around," he said. "I guess I’ll just 
leave it to the pros. 

"I got a late start," he mused half-apologe- 
tically, "so at the end I’d only logged 20,000 
hours. Not as many as lots of them do." 

But when you figure it was all done in some 
of the toughest flying country in the world, and he 
came out of it with a 100 per cent safety record, 
not a single mishap, it wasn't too bad.

Two new novels of mystery and 
suspense have reached me for re¬ 
view — one — BLOOI)WAT ER, by 
John Crow© (Dodd, Mead and Co.

Bloodwater, is John Crowe’s 
third murder mystery, set in the 
Buena Costa County of California. It 
is quite a powerful, thrilling story of 
people, men and women, who hide 
vicious passions behind a mask of 
respectability, and of a policeman 
who found goodness and love in a 
nest of evil and death. 

Steps to Nowhere is a suspense 
story by a lady author. Strange 
things happen to Janie ami David 
Ingstrom in their Manhattan apart¬ 
ment. Her dramatic experiences, 
the silent telephone caller, the un¬ 
known man lurking across the street 
from their apartment window, send 
a scared and unhappy Janie to a 
psychiatrist who recommends a va¬ 
cation in Spain. A second honey¬

But it was a mistake. I»ng 
buried memories of a previous dis¬ 
mal cxi»erience in Spain rise to ihe 
surface to terrify Janie: starve dis¬ 
appearances throw a chilling shad¬ 
ow over the Ingstrom’s life which 
develops into an eerie and terrible 
experience.

Improved with Age

It's been some time since we last enjoyed one of 
Edward Rowe Snow's works, and The Lighthouses of New 
England proved to be an excellent means of renewing 
our acquaintanceship with this prolific, and deservedly 
popular, New England historian. 


For more than 30 years Snow has 
entertained thousands of readers 
with his tales of pirates, buried trea¬ 
sure and shipwrecks along the At¬ 
lantic se$lx>ard.' For that matter. 
Lighthouses of New England was 
originally published in 1945, this 
being a revised edition. And, like all 
of Snow’s book, this title has not 
aged a bit. In fact, like a good wine, 
it seems to have improved with age. 

Although, as its title implies, 
Lighthouse* of New England is re¬ 
gional, it is by no means of limited 
interest. British Columbia readers, 
in particular, should enjoy this his¬ 
tory of the American lighthouse ser- 
\ice and its initial attempts to re¬ 
el urc the threat of shipwreck along 
its Atlantic coastline, as this shore

has known its share of shipwrecks, 
to say the least. 

For those who enjoy true lales, 
well told, of shipwrecks, pirates and 
treasure, Snow' likely needs no in¬ 
troduction, having been honored by 
the New' York Times as being ‘just 
about the best chronicler of the days 
of sail alive.” He has written more 
than 70 books over ihe years, and 
Lighthouses of New England, a« far 
as this reviewer is concerned, is one 
of his best.

Another amenity of the mid 1930s 
was a small cedar coffee shop not 
far in from the park gates, run by 
Mr. and Mrs. George Libby. 

With the end of the decade the 
men were gone and the huts’ put 
to use by youngsters travelling under 
the Youth Hostel scheme. The young 
bicyclists came from all over Cana¬ 
da and at the end of long rides were 
glad to find beds there, even though 
they only had straw-filled mattresses 
on bare boards. 

Food was to be found at the 
park’s seond restaurant structure, 
farther up the slope. There, presid¬ 
ing over an old army stove, they 
found the endlessly energetic Mrs. 
‘‘Billy’’ Edwards, a woman who 
/ greeted every young traveller with 
a smile n> matter what the pressure 
on time. 

Sometimes the pressure was 
heavy indeed, once 200 for one meal. 
At such times she would send out an 
SOS for Mrs. George Rossen who 
would hasten from her home in the 
Shelbourne Valley to help serve the 
steak dinners that, complete with 
dessert, cost — hold yoyr breath —, 
35 cents! 

The George Rossens had almost 
a proprietary interest in the park. 
During George’s many years with 
the muncipaiity’s outdoor staff he 
had spent many days working there; 
had unearthed the bones of Indians 
who had died perhaps 50 years be¬ 
fore when O>rdova Bay was a stop¬ 
ping place on the journey from up- 
Island to Fort Victoria. George, too, 
in 1939 had cut the cedar trees from 
which was formed some of the lum¬ 
ber for the restaurant to which his 
wife brought her helping hands. 

Now that eating place is gone, 
but visitors to the park find stone 
fireplaces, tables and benches. Shuf¬ 
fle-board sites, swings and sanitary 
conveniences beyond the imagination 
of the park’s earliest patrons all help 
ensure that Mount Douglas Park, 
continues, as it has for more than a 
century, “a place of habitual resort 
to the citizens of Victoria.” And one, 
in these days of high-priced gasoline, 
attractively near at hand!

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One hundred years ago the Canadian Pacific Railway was just about to begin its 
long building, and British Columbia was still a newish member of Canadian Con¬ 
federation. Also, 100 years ago minus a few months a small baby was born in Kin¬ 
cardine, Ontario, whose heritage was part Scot, part Irish and part German. He 
was to become well known as 

GEORGE WINKLER --Poet Philosopher 


That baby, who is now nudging 
his 100th birthday , after a life full 
of travel and adventure, presently 
makes his home in Victoria. When 
George was three years old his 
family moved to Manitoulin Island 
on Lake Huron where they re¬ 
mained until he was 13. 

George likes to reeali that most of his 
schooling was gained while he was on Manitoulin. 
iaj though the family later moved to Manitoba. 
Ik? feel3 that by then he had more or les* done 
v/ifn school Indeed, very early in his lite. he 
seems to have gone to work in a variety of stores 
ifti variety of places 

George Winkler first came to British Colum¬ 
bia ai a young man in 1597. and at that time hi- 
destination was Armstrong where he worked as 
assistant manager of a store for over a year. A* 
tire end of that time he returned to Manitoba 
where for some time he quit store work an l 
became a reporter for a newspaper in W innipeg 

George was a young man of parts who ap¬ 
pears never to have been dismayed by whatever 
type of job presented itself to him. for following 
hU stint on the newspaper, he worked as advance 
man for a troup of l\S. entertainers. He might 
well have stayed with them had it not been foi 
tha fact that in the end they wanted him to work 
in tha Dakotas with their.. George thought over 
the offer, but his final decision to that one was 
no Instead, he returned once more to British 
Odlumbia. and this province has been home to 
hint ever since. 

George’s first stopping place on his return *•> 
3 Z. was at Greenwood close t*« the international 
.boundary, where there were at that time large 
copper smelters. 

George continued to work in stores with th-» 

^ -cceptioci of a move to Princeton where he *nc A 
again engaged in new spaper wprk 

To all intents and purpd^. it appeared as if 
George was going to remain an indoor man ali -* J 
hit life. However, such was far from the ca-»e 
Even during his first visit to B.C. when he live! 
in Armstrong, he began to be interested in pro¬ 
specting At that time he even put down money to 
grubstake a man. so already the call of a pro¬ 
specting life was arousing him. 

It was wdiile working in Princeton, however 
that his interest was really stimulated when i 
passing cowboy showed him a piece of quartz 
wduch was rich in gold. From that time forward 
he really became involved in getting out on rh*» 
trail himself, and he and his friend, Arthur Daw- 
sbn, did more and more prospecting in the Okan¬ 
agan Valley during the years prior to the Firs? 
World War. 

George Winkler may have left school e-niv 
;>ut he was a great reader. Having grown an in¬ 
terest in ores he read all he could lay his hand* 
hi. the subject. From this reading, he discov¬ 
ered that the land he was searching had a? *n» 
time been glaciated, a fact which prompted hi?’ 
to realize that the quartz shown him by the <va- 
boy was probably not native to the area where 
toe cowboy had found it. 

Therefore, during the summers when pi •»-- 
actors go out on the trail. George and his friend 
Arthur, widened their area of search ever to the 
northward. Though they searched long and hai l 
they never did find the source of the quartz 
did they find the high grade ore he was jositiv * 
existed. 

It was not all loss, however, for George by„ 
* hia time had taught himself a great deal al»c? 
prospecting, and the various types of ore. He al* > 
learned a good deal about geology, and over rh* 
years he took no fewer than three univetsi?? 
courses on the subject.

* .eirge Winkler came to Victoria in the early 
year- »t the present century. One day while walk¬ 
ing downtown he met a man he knew from the 
pa-r. md the upshot of this was that he was hired 
to run the commissary for work being done out it 
d r.Ian R.ver. He was, by this time, well known 
iri B.C. mining circles but, being George. if th-* 
thing he 1 »ved best doing did not always come ; • 
h md. ther he got on with whatever else offer • I 
When he went to Jordan River he had to travel 
by t»i g i round the coast from Victoria. He re- 
members n*v that the trip took eight hours «n,l 
he spent that time sitting atop a pile of grocerie- 
Ft * spent tne winter at Jordan River and his 
h ".e during that time was a tent. 

In the following spring. George went up to the 
.Ji.ren Chari ‘*es where he worked with a survev 


party until the fall at which time he went pro- 
-pecting and then panned a little gold on Graham 
Island With the coming of winter, he returned 
once more to his job in the commissary at Jordan 
River. 

This job had its compensations in that during 
hi- time off George could also do a little prosper¬ 
ing on the side. This was good, especially sin e 
men building a dam on Bear Creek had report*?! 
gold there. George himself also noted a little na¬ 
tive copper around the river’s mouth. His pr - 
speeting took him 10 miles up river, and on the 
way back he noticed a rock cut which was sligt 
ly more yellow in color than usual. 

The rock intrigued George so he broke san - 
pies with his pick and took them hack to camp 
Next time he went to town he look the sample- 
with him to the assay office since he had his n 
ideas as to just what might be in the rock. When 
it was ground it was found t * contain as ho In i 
suspected a certain amount of molybdenum 

Later, during the First World War, the c • 
ernment sent out an urgent call for any molybde¬ 
num available since it was need for allied gun- 
Georj^e remembered hi- find of the metal out < 
Jordan River, and returned there to see if f * 
could find it again He did find it and took sam¬ 
ples. but since it would have been necessary to 
.start from scratch, netting up a mill to save th? 
ore. he realized that the whole operation would 
have taken too long to he of any use. 

Whilst out at Jordan River., George recalled 
the traces of copper he had prev iously seen so i * 
started a slow search down the canyon covering 
about a mile a day. He w.is sure there was o*p- 
per there, but for the longest time could find n 
trace >f it. At last he did find it right beneath the 
campsite two miles from the sea. 

The man who was grub-staking him at the 
time had told him that if he found copper k * 
should name the subsequent mine the Sunloek I? 
seems that the grubstaker had once backed t 
horse of that name and had won a packet on it 
Thus, when < leorge discovered his first big cop¬ 
ier deposit he did name it the Sunloek, and th * 
mine, now owned by Gyminco, is still bem; 
worked by a French company. 

George Winkler is one of those people with t 
great love He has never made a million, 

but then he has never lost a million either 

In his working days he made money front hi- 
mines and his prospecting, and he also made 
.money from his writing. 

He was .and still is a copious poet. One poem 
written at the age of 99 is well up to standard 
Some ot-his work has appeared under his own 
name and some under t pseudonym. His fust 
published p^om appeared in the Canadian Maga¬ 
zine in 1900 Its title is Moonlight on the Rocki#**». 
and once again there is a freshness about it. an t 
his choice of words and his love of the wild speak 
loud. 

Since then many of his poems have bee? 
published and a goodly number have also a*p- 
peared in school te\tl>ook- His works have been 
published by Holt, Rhinehart, and also by Long¬ 
mans. Canada. Ltd 

Over the past 70-odd years, George’s poetry 
hi- F>een appearing with astonishing regularity 
Even more astonishing is the fact that he h«- 
recently had a new booklet published, which isn't 
bi t for a man knocking a hundred. A review o 
that book appears on another page, and while he 
does not think well enough of it to put it out undei 
his own name, yet here again is the Winkler 
touch and what is more some of the work sho > , 
that i ;eorge doe- not sit around dreaming mainly 
of the past 

He is much too busy keeping up with the 
present. One gets the feeling lhat if they were 
selling trips to the moon, then George might just 
get up and go And he would write about it when 
he got back again! The man wito in the past had 
m *re than one srt*ap with hear, is now most intei- 
^ e-ied in the Space Age. 

Meanwhile, mst to keep in trim, George stii 
Fits an office downtown to which lie goes daily 
and which happen- t * be up two flights of stairs 
w ith no elevator. 

But then,.what are a few stairs t a man l k* 
Georg*!
